At least 600 forest fires 
were reported burning 
throughout B.C. Saturday In 
u'hal appeared to be the 
worst outbreak In years. 

A dry lightning storm p<>r 
formed a fiery dance of de 
struction over much of B.C 
Friday', touching off a new 
series of blazes on lop of 
those already burning. 

The storm has created a 
"very serious fire situation" 
In the province. Don Owen, 
director of the forest pnilec 
tlon division of the B.C 
Forest Service, said in Vic¬ 
toria Saturday . As a resull. a 
total ban on campfires has 
been Imposed In Ihe pros 
Ince. 

The long-range forecast 
can only add to thr agony of 
firefiglilers. It calls (or clear 
or partially-t loudy skies—but 
no rain—for at least another 
week. The last significant 
rainfall in the province was 
recorded on July 26. 

And more dry-lightning 
strikes were expected over¬ 
night. 

"It has been difficult to rs 
timatr the size of some of Ihe 
fires because of smoke palls 
from (Ires already burning.' 
Owen said. “But ^Iween 375 
and too new fires were re¬ 
ported (Friday). With Ihe 2U0 
burning prior to Ihe lightning 
storm. Ihe total number of 
fires now burning in B.C. is 
about 600.'' 

The N'ancouver F'oresi Dis 
trict. which Includes Vancou¬ 
ver Island, was fortunate as 
it escaped Ihe brunt of the 
lightning storm. Owen said. 

The Vancouver Forest Dis¬ 
trict office in Vancouver esti¬ 
mates that about 25 fires are 
burning on Vancouver Is¬ 
land. 

The most serious fire on the 
Island covers approximately 
2.000 acres on Mount 
Moriarty at Ihe headwaters 
of Englishman River, about 
15 kilometres southwest of 
Parksville. 

The fire, which has been 
burning for several days, is 
the only fire of consequence 
on Vancouver Island. “The

Faced with the lockout 
threat. Ihe employees an- 
niiunced that Ihey would be 
bark al work today, and Ihc 
airline said It would operate a 
full schedule, although pos 
sibiy with some minor 
delays. 

The notice said that any 
ground-service employee 
joining a work stoppage after 
midnight .Saturday night 
Would be allowed back "V)le- 
ly al Ihc discrcliun of the 
company ' 

Ramp workers, mainte¬ 
nance employees, baggage 
handlers and loading and 
cargo agcnls at other air- 
puii-s remained on Ihc job 

In Toronto, where workers 
had relumed Friday morning 
after a 36-hour work stop¬ 
page. the union posted its own 
notice—in response lo the 
company's*—urging em¬ 
ployees lo "keep your cool." 

The ramp workers were 
among 3.M0 ground-service 
employees at Ihe city's two 
airports who began returning 
lo work early Saturday, end¬ 
ing a (K-hour work stoppage 
to protest terms of a tentative 
contract negotiated i^ently 
by company and union nego- 
, lialors.

Their engine has 
a laser heartbeat

Threv Canadian xcivnlivls—unr a L'nivvr 
sily of Vivlorla physieixt-have sueeexsfullv 
tired up the first engine ignited by • laser 
beam. 

Ur. R M. (Munty) Clements, whu special 
izes in Ihe study of high temperature charged 
gases at L'VIc, discussed the latest rese-arch 
by L'nlverslly of Alberta colleagues Drs 
I'eler .Smy and Doug Dale and himself in a 
CiiluntsI interview last week 

While the la.ser-igniled internal combus 
linn engine, being rather unwieldy, may 
never lake the road in the foreseeable future, 
it is an "extremely useful" tool in research 
into engine mechanics. Clements said. 

"A 1.ASER BEAM can be focused to vari¬ 
ous points In Ihc combustion chamber, giving 
us.a chance lo study firing and burning effi¬ 
ciency," he said. 

The carbon-dioxide laser “plug" was fo¬ 
cused by a lens through a window made of 
zinc selenide into the single-cylinder com¬ 
bustion chamber of a scientific research 
engine equipped with all kinds of monitoring 
equipment. 

It provides a "spark" a( the focusing point 


as hot as lOU.OUO degrees Celsius. \^hi(h 
lasts only 300 billionihs of a second 

The duration is only about l-I.OOOih as long 
as that of an ordinary spark plug, but the 
lemperaiure is far hi(iher. giving an engine 
the capability o( running on an air-fuel 
mixture using less lhan half as much fuel fur 
each gulp of air as your average street 
machine 

WHILE THE AVERAGE automobile en 
gine runs on a fuel-air ratio of about It to 1. 
the laser-fired engine didn't quit until Ihc 
ratio was increased lo 27.8 to 1. Clements 
said. 

It offered a reasonable tradeoff in power, 
fuel efficienily and emissions while running 
on a ratio of between 20 to 1 and 24 to I. 

Focussing Ihe laser pulse into the centre of 
Ihe combustion chamber was found lo Im¬ 
prove ignition, while points nearer Ihe cylin¬ 
der walls showed the hampering effect of 
cooler temperatures and poor spark position 
in relationship lo the cylindrical shape of ihe 
combustion chamber. 

Other research revealed that since the 
laser pulse ignited Ihe gasoline-air mix¬ 
ture much (aster lhan a conventional spark

fires has made pin-pointing 
locations of many of the new 
blazes difficult. The forest 
service Is arranging for IJ.S. 
forest service planes with 
infra-red detection equip¬ 
ment to be flown up from 
Boise. Idaho to assist in lo¬ 
cating fires. 

The U.S. planes will work 
In the Prince Rupert and 
Prince George areas. The 
B.C. Forest Service also has 
a similarly-equipped plane 
untjer contract from Alberta 
working in the Nelson-Kam- 
loops area. 

Forest districts reporting 
new outbreaks include Prince 
George with St new fires. 
Nelaon with 100 and the Cari¬ 
bou with between 10 and 20. 
the largest out-of-control 
blase covering 3,000 to 4.000 
acres east.of (jueanel. 

The forest service also re¬ 
ports large fires of 20,000 to 
25.000 acres in nortbem B.C.. 
Owen said. "These fires 
cover extensive acreage but 
it is not prime forest. " 

Kamloops Forest District

reports 120 new fires, the lar¬ 
gest of which is 12 acres. 
Owen said: "Kamloops has 
done a very commendable 
job to be able to get a handle 
on their fires.” 

The prolonged spell of dry 
weather in B.C. is jorecast ti> 
continue for at least another 
five days. "This Is a very 
serious problem, Owen said. 
"'Sleeper' fires can spring 
up in this situation." 

The forest senice has all 
27 available air tankers in the 
province working to capac 
ity. The planes, which carry 
from M)0 to 2,40t gallons of 
fire-retardant chemical, will 
be reinforced by three air 
tankers and a “bird dog" 
spotter aircraft loaned by- 
Saskatchewan which was ex¬ 
pected to arrive Kamloops at 
5 p.m. Saturday. 

Owen said three additional 
planes may be forthcoming if 
Saskatchewan gets expected 
rain today. 


As a result of the high ha/ 
aid. there Is a total ban on 
open fires and campfires any¬ 
where in B.C., including pro¬ 
vincial parks. 

The province has no juris¬ 
diction to ban campfires in 
such federal government 
parks as Yoho and Revel- 
sloke. but Owen expects a 
ban la probably in effect in 
those parks as well. 

"The situation Is very ex¬ 
treme. We don't want any¬ 
more fires now. We are work¬ 
ing to rapacity as it Is. There 
are no travel bans yet but 
that may change if the situa¬ 
tion deteriorates. We need 
public support of the camp¬ 
fire ban to avoid further bans 
or restrictions. We have to 
avoid any more man-caused 
fires." 

Owen said most of the prov¬ 
ince’s logging industry have 
voluntarily shut down opera¬ 
tions. and some have locked 
gates on private logging 
roads. 


earlier it had collided with

plug, timing needed to be retarded 12 to 18 
degrees more than an ordinary engine. 

SINCE EXHAUST GAS recirculation Is 
being encouraged as a methbd of reducing 
pollution by double-burning some of the emis¬ 
sions, the laser-ignited engine w as compared 
with operation on standard ignition. 

With It per cent of the air intake b<-ing 
exhaust gas, the laser-fired engine's fuel con¬ 
sumption was 17 per cent less than its 
EGR-fed standard counterpart. 

Since the laser occupies a considerable 
size—a tube about 2.5 metres (about eight 
feet) long by 5 centimetres in diameter, it is 
less practicable than an earlier "super 
plug” studied by the three scientists, which 
injects a jet of energized, charged gas 
into the centre of the combustion chamber. 

This modified spark plug, called a "plas- 
majet igniter.” was first tested about three 
years ago in the same special scientific 
engine used to put the laser through its 
paces. • 

IT 1.S CON.STRl'tTED by welding a steel 


disk with a small hole In Us centre to the end 
of a surface-discharge igniter, such as is used 
in many two-stroke engines. Then the centre 
electrode is drawn back to form a small cylin¬ 
drical cavity in which the electrical dis¬ 
charge takes place. 

The result is a hot narrow jet of plasma lw6 
to three centimetres lohg and a few milli¬ 
metres in diameter, compared with the con¬ 
ventional spark's 30/1.000ths of an inch, and 
up to 10 times hotter. 

One drawback is that the super plug re¬ 
quires about 400 watts of power on a cpnstant 
basis to operate a multi-cylinder enipne. 

The three scientists approached Ford 
Motor Company in Detroit for a grant to 
help them continue their research. To their 
surprise. Ford appointed its own scien¬ 
tific research team to investigate the plas- 
majet igniter. 

AFTER STUDYING IT on the test bench 
and in-situ on a four-cylinder 2.3-litre 1970 
Pinto, the Ford scientists concluded there 
were "not any overwhelming advantages for 
plasmajct i^ition." 

However, the Ford team said it "would 
appear highly desirable" to do further re¬ 
search into the concept.

Cambodians 
make love 
under order 


Texas floods 
begin easing 


WASHINGTON (IPI)- 
Regulatlng etery aspect of 
daily life, Cambodia's lead¬ 
ers have decreed "mating 
periods" several days each 
year during which young men 
and women may meet ro¬ 
mantically without fear of re¬ 
prisal. 

But if they flirt, engage In 
sex, or talk about anything 
save economic development 
between mating periods, they 
are liable to be summarily 
executed. 

That, at least. Is the word 
being passed on by Cambo¬ 
dians who have escaped to 
Thailand since the cummu 
nists seized power in 1975 

Representative John An 
dersun. Illinois Republican, 
obtained interviews with re 
rent Cambodian refugees 
conducted by U.S. Embassy 
officers in Bangkok He re 
leased these along with some 
embassy analyses ^f the 
Cambodian situation. 


Sen Chul. 27. for example, 
told one inteviewer in June of 
this year: 

"I was with the mobile 
youth until 1978. when I got 
married. After that I moved 
to the village and worked as 
a farmer. 

■ Once or twice a year we 
had a 'mating perM.' For 
two days, while also working, 
young men and young women 
were allowed to talk with 
each other. 

"Except during the mating 
period, young men and 
women were not allowed to 
talk with each other, day or 
night, except for talk about 
developing the country. I 
knew of about 20 young men 
and women caught flirting. 
. who were executed. No ro¬ 
mantic chit-chat is al 
lowed." 

A March. 1977. report from 
a U.S Cambodia-watcher to 
the state department states: 


Girl forced to watch lover killed 


i'Dne of the sadder features 
in Cambodia today is that 
having a 'love affair’ is con¬ 
sidered a crime. One of the 
refugt'es from Siem Reap re¬ 
called a friend who was dis¬ 
covered having intercourse 
The communists beat him to 
death while forcing his girl¬ 
friend to watch. 

"The same source said that 
a man and a woman in his 
village were discovered in 
late December to be having 
an affair 

"As this is strictly forbid 
den. Ihe man was imprisoned 
and given no finid. while the 
woman was allowed to go 
free. Generally speaking, the 
man dies in jail, but if he does 
not, he is released after a 
time and returned to work" 
Private scholars estimate 
as many a's 1.2 million of 
Cambodia's eight million 
population may have 
perished in the bloodbath

Rain continued to fall over 
sections of west and north 
Texas. Showers dumped up to 
two inches of rain in Ihe Oal- 
las-Fort Worth area. 

In Burnsville. N.C., about 
80 families In Yancey County 
were cut off from roads when 
two rivers swelled by thun¬ 
dershowers flooded four 
bridges on secondary roads 
"They'll have a potential 
for more rains that will be 
possibly heavy," a National 
Weather spokesman said. 

The flooded bridges were 


temporary replacements for 
ones destroyed during 1977 
flooding that caused tl7 mil¬ 
lion in highway damages in 
western North Carolina.

Shah opens door 
to Iran freedom 


TKHRAN (UPD —The 
Shah of Iran announced Sat 
urday he would allow politi 
cal freedoms like those in the 
West but warned his critics 
not to tamper with ^‘Iran's 
monarchy. Iran's fate.” 

The Shah. 58 and nearing 
the end of his 37th year in 
power, made no mention of a 
timetable for the nation's de¬ 
mocratization. But parlia 
ment will consider legislation 
governing the press, elec 
tions and public demnnstra 
lions in (Xlober 

“We shall give the mast-• 
mum possible political libc‘r 
lies, freedom of speech and of 
the press, freedom to stage 
public demonstrations within 
the limits of law.” the shah 
said in a broadcast from his 
summer palace in Nowshahr. 
north of Tehran. 

But he warned his leftist 
opponents that “Iran's mon¬ 
archy. Iran's fate is not 
something to play with ' 

The statement indicated 
that while the shah was re¬ 
conciled to Ihp idea of a West¬ 
ern-style democracy — some¬ 
thing he rejected three years 
ago in establishing a one- 
party system — he would not 
tolerate any attacks on his 
personal power.

There has been some ques 
tion whether Afghan high 
schools can be compared 
with U.S. programs. Moham¬ 
mad Anwal.

Iry consists of standard 
courses—history, geography, 
math and Ihe sciences. 

"He Is a genius." Anwal 
said. "I heai^ him on radio 
when he was six, and he an¬ 
swered questions about geo¬ 
graphy and history most 
adults don't know." 

Jalal's father, who is a sci¬ 
ence teacher in Afghanistan, 
makes no secret of his plans 
for his son to earn a doctorate 
by Ihe time he Is II. For now.

Rhodesia’s fate 
in balance’ 

DESPITf THE CONTINUING hard line ap 
pn)ach toward Rhodesia demoOHlrated by the 
United Natiuna seereiariat and ihe so-called 
front-line black republics, there Is stroni; evi¬ 
dence that the West is softening its attitude 
toward the former British colony. 

Certainly last week's vote by the U.S. House 
of Representatives in favor of lifting sanctions 
against Rhodesia at the end of the year if by that 
time the present while-minority rule Is replaced 
by a freidy elected black majority government, 
marks an astonishing reversal of a substantial 
body of American political opinion. 

Obviously the greater body of Congressmen 
do not agree- with the seemingly inflexible pt-ssi 
mistic and negative White House view — as 
expr*‘ssed by President Carter and his ill in 
formed Ambassador to Ihe UN. Andrew Young 
— that the present Salisbury interim multi-ra 
clal administration must be discounted and that 
there ran be no settlement in Rhodesia that did 
nut involve bloodshed and massacre 

Rather, it would seem, they have listened to 
those who have had greater expertenee In Afri 
rah affairs and an* in closer touch with what Is 
actually happening there. 

Among those they may have heard is former 
British Prime Minister Harold Wilson, who was 
in office when Rhodesia unilaterally declared its 
independence in ItHi.i and who later initialed 
sanctions against the rebel country. He also 
devised Ihe NTBMAR formula (no independenic 
before majority African rule). 

Expressing his opinion on the internal settle 
ment reached by Rhodesian Prime Minister Ian 
•Smith and noKierale African ieaders, he first 
castigated Mr. Andrew Young for “talking 
tripe" on the subject and then staled that if black 
and white Rhodesians accepted Ihe settlement 
“we are committed to recommend it to Parlia¬ 
ment." 

They might also have heard Ihe opinion of 
another former British prime minister. Lord 
Home, who has called categorically for recogni¬ 
tion by Britain of the internal settlement and of 
the “new Zimbabwe" as an independent state. 
The six principles leading to majority African 
rule as laid down by successive British govern 
ments. he said, had now all been met. 

Undoubtedly the action of the U.S. House of 
Representatives as well as the expressed senti¬ 
ments of these former British leaders will 
strengthen Ihe determination of moderate Rho¬ 
desians of all races to bring abont the final 
transfer of power in December in an atmosphere 
of peace and goixi will. 

HoweveT. such a determination — no matter 
how sincere — cannot succeed if their attempts 
continue to be deliberately obstructed by the 
men who now occupy the offices of Ihe President 
of Ihe United Stales and Ihe Prime Minister of 
the United Kingdom. 

Unless and until these two leaders of the 
Western world change their views, the peaceful 
resolution of Ihe Rhodesian problem still n- 
mains in doubt.

have had to face under such 
circumstances? 

• How forgiving will those 
Amoricans be who feel thal 
Mr. Nixon t|as been living a 
push cxisteinie at .San C’le 
mente simfe Vtaving office 


and profiling Immensely by 
his TV appearances and writ¬ 
ing? 

• How many Americans, 
on Ihe other hand, will con¬ 
clude that Mr. Nixon has suf¬ 
fered enough simply by hav¬ 
ing been forced out of office 
and into a private life of a 
recluse In which few have 
accorded him honor and re¬ 
spect? Are there a growing 


number of people who are 
willing lo say that Mr. Nixon 
has been punished enough 
and that he should be wel¬ 
comed bark into the ranks of 
respected leaders? 

Uur own guess is that Mr 
Nixon will gain more and 
more national attention 
-through his appearances and 
addresses, but that he has a 
long road ahead before he 
will (if he ever will) gain the 
kind of widespread public re¬ 
spect he is looking fur

A lesMtn. is to be learned 
from California’s over¬ 
whelming adoption of the 
government-limiting Propo¬ 
sition 13. 

During Ihe past 20 \ears a 
growing majority of Califor¬ 
nians have recognized (hat 
public spending al stale, 
count) and tmal levels Was 
getting out of control, failing 
to provide the public services 
being paid for. and under 
mining the <»ionomlc vlabil 
ity and moral fibre of the 
slate. Working through (he 
normal election pHuess. serl 
mis effort was m^de to elect 
politicians who app<*ared to 
understand the problem and 
to be prepart^d to correct it. 
In terms of resulls however, 
these efforts.achieved noth 
ing and (he situation wor 
sened at an acceleralii}g 
pace. 

In June, after (he batk 
breaking effort of Howard 
Jarvis and his* associates se 
cured the required number of 
signatures to enable piecing 
Proposition 13 on the state 
election ballot, and after a 
biller election campaign, two 
thirds of the voters endorsed 
this tax-UmitIng proposition, 
makink it a constitutional 
amendment which Ihe politi¬ 
cians must obey. Virtually 
overnight, as a result of this 
referendum, laws were en¬ 
acted to cure Ihe overspend 
ing problem, although it had 
been impossible to secure 
such laws through election of 
poiitic-ian.s. 

The election campaign wa!« 
a bare knuckled confronta 
Hon with no holds barred be 
tween those who on-balance 
contribute to the public (rea 
sun^’ and those who receive 
from it. 

Opposing Proposition 13 
were Ihe governor, the Demo¬ 
cratic party machine. Ihe bu¬ 
reaucrats and civil service 
employees, organized labor 
and ethnic minority groups, 
the teaching and welfare es 
tablishments. etc. The 
thought of antagoni/ing any 
one of these powerful organ¬ 
ized political pressure groups 
would strike (error Into the 
heart of anv self serv ing poll 
lician hoping for re election, 
and only a suicidal maniac 
would have antagonized the 
whole lot by supporting the 
objectives of Proposition 13. 
Yet the voters passed it by a 
two-third majority. 

Surely this tells us there's a 
world of difference between 
the legislation emanating 
from politicians voting under 
the surveillance of party 
whips and agents of the 
pressure groups, and what 
the people vote for when 
given the opportunity as a 
referendum. In the privacy of 
a polling booth. This dra¬ 
matic reversal of public 
policy in California must 
raise serious questions as to 
whether in this age of sophis¬ 
ticated political manipulation 
used by bureaucrats and 
pressure groups to ^threaten, 
bribe or otherwise'frustrate 
the purpose of the elected 
politicians to serve the Inter¬ 
est of the community, wheih 


er al local, state or federal 
level, h is possible to secure 
effective government 
Ihnmgh the medium of elect¬ 
ed politicians 

It is a short step b<*lween 
shutting off the monev supply 
(o the existing political ap 
paratus. as through the me 
dium of Proposition 13. aild 
gelling rid of it entirely, as 
happened a half-century ago 
in (iermany.

NF:W YORK fUPt) - The 
reluctance of executives and 
tup technical and professitm- 
al people to accept transfer 
from une city lo another has 
been exaggerated, says 
Theudore Bell of Employw 
Transfer Corp. uf Chicago. 

Belt bases his statement on 
116 answers to a quosiUm 
naire sent by his firm to ex¬ 
ecutives who had been Irans 
ferred onF to three limes 
during their careers. Over 81 
percent of these executives 
said they would not hesitate 
to make another shift and 
perhaps more Imporlantly 
80.6 percent of their families 
would be willing lo move. 

Bell said it is fair lo point 
out that the overwhelmingly 
favurabic response may have 
been Influenced by Ihe fact 
that "all of Ihe executives 
sunreyed had been served by 
our firm. When a cumpany 
hires a firm like ours it 
means they have comprehen¬ 
sive and fair relocallun poli¬ 
cies." 

But even taking this Into 
account there was a big "if." 
Bell said. "Seventy-eight 
percent said they would nut

Bell cited an article pub¬ 
lished last year in the Per¬ 
sonnel Journal by Prof. J.H. 
Foegen of Winona State Uni¬ 
versity business schuol indi¬ 
cating that 12 percent of all 
employ i-es appeared to be re¬ 
fusing nul-af-iuwn transfers. 

"If Professor F'oogen is 
right." Bell said, "then the 
employers of these persons 
who refuse transfers arc nut 
showing a willingness to at¬ 
tend fairly to their financial 
needs." 

A transfer also entails 
other problems for Ihe execu¬ 
tive and his family — 69.1 
percent said that even though 
they were willing lo move it 
was a stressful experience. 
"The employer must be pre¬ 
pared to help ease those 
stresses."

E rtlclpate In national Issues, 
Ivor Roes Alger of Calgary 
said Friday. 

Alger made the comment 
at a news conference after 
the mayors of Edmonton. 
Calgary, Vancouver, Quebec 
City, Montreal and Coun. Ro¬ 
bert Bockatael. representing 
Mayor Robert Steen of Win¬ 
nipeg, met Informally for the 
first time at an urban summit 
to discuss mutual concerns. 

"Canada now Is an urban 
society," Alger said. 

'Teople like ourselves, as 
heads of cities, want to be 
consulted bn matters of na. 
lional Importance.” 

The mayors denied any 
suggestion the mayors con¬ 
stitute a ''neW' political' 
power. However, they discus¬ 
sed the federal government's 
new constitutional proposals 
in addition to power and 
money. 


Edmonton Mayor Cec 
Purvea aald discussion In¬ 
cluded the role major urban 
centree should play in a new 
constitution. He denied the 
larger citlaa were banding to- 
geAser at the expense of 
smaller cities. 

Mayor Jack Volrich of Van¬ 
couver, chairman of the 
meeting, said no conclusions 
were reached. The meeting 
was “simply exploratory and 
preliminary,” and held so 
there would be a better un¬ 
derstanding of views. He 
added It was fell the discus¬ 
sions should be continued and 
the group agreed to meet 
again in mid-October In Mon¬ 
treal. 

Volrich said a new consti¬ 


tution should make better 
government for Canada. 

‘distribution of power 
should happen on a functional 
basis. We want to avoid du¬ 
plication and overspending," 
he said. 

Mayor Jean Pelletier of 
Quebec City said It was too 
early to tell what would come 
from such meetings. 

"You can't expect a defl- 
oila stand at this point." 


Montreal Mayor Jean Dra- 
peau said municipalities had 
enough dower but need more 
money. 

The mayors' Interest was 
conveyed to visiting Prime 
Minister Trudeau who acci¬ 
dentally met the group after 
emerging from a U-minute 
private talk with Purvea. 

“Trudeau understands the 
Issues and what our feelings 
are,” the Edmonton mayor 


said. He added that the fed- 
eral goverment appeared 
ready to consider the 
mayors' advice.

The conference agenda 
also includes a discussion of 
interprovincial trucking, pro 
vinclal purchasing pulicics 
^nd lotteries. 

In June. Trudeau presented 
Parliament with a bill to 
amend the Canadian consti¬ 
tutional structure. The bill 
would do away with Ihe Sen 
ale In favor of a House of 
Federation with federal and 
provincial appointments 
based on local political cli¬ 
mate. 

It would expand the Su¬ 
preme Court to II members 
from nine with guaranteed 
representation. The country 
would also be given a general 
statement of aims and guar¬ 
antees for French- and Eng 
lish-language rights under 
Ihe bill, which Ihe prime min¬ 
ister wants pass^ by next 
July. 

Reaction from Ihe pre¬ 
miers. who will consider Ihe 
proposals next week, has var¬ 
ied from non-committal to 
hostile. 

Trudeau's proposals to bol¬ 
ster the Canadian econom.v 
have also met with a cool 
reception in some provinces. 
The prime minister has pro¬ 
mised MX cuts, a 32-billion 
reduction In planned govern¬ 
ment spending and less gov¬ 
ernment intrusion Into the 
private sector. 

British ColumblJ Premier 
William Bennett was quick to 
react to both the economic 
and constitutional proposals. 

Bennett said B.C. wants 
Trudeau's economic sugges¬ 
tions to be part of a national 
program, not a crash policy. 
In a letter to the prime minis- 
ter concerning the constitu- 
liopal package. Bennett com¬ 
plained about the lack of 
prior consultation and pre¬

The B.C. premier asked 
for. and received, assurances 
from Trudeau that the consti¬ 
tutional proposals would not 
be rusliM inrough and that 
there would be room for al¬ 
ternative suggestions. Tni 
deau has proposed at least 
one federal-provincial first 
ministers' conference for the 
fall. 

The (Quebec government of 
Premier Rene Lesesque has 
virtually rejected Trudeau’s 
constitutional suggestions as

significant." 

Claude Morin. Ihe minister 
responsible for intergovern¬ 
mental affairs for tjuebec. 
.said at a meeting with his 
counterparts in Saskatoon 


that the division of powers be¬ 
tween Ihe federal and provin¬ 
cial levels was the chiefcon- 
cem of any constitutional 
discussion. Trudeau has pro 
mised to deal with that Issue, 
along with an amending for 
mula that would permit 
changes to Ihe conslilulion 
without reference to Ihe Brit 
ish Parliament, by 1981. 

The Saskatoon meeting 
produced concern about the

That first school lies in the 
shadow of the Provincial Mu- 
‘seum. guaranteed whatever 
immortality man ran guar¬ 
antee. Its successor. St. 
Ann's Academy through 
which close to -M.OOO students 
eventually passed, does not 
share the cabin's optimi.sm 
PAINT EIjIKE:.S from out 
side walls.

There are concrete racks 
for 16 bicycles in front of (he 
fountain. 

THE EOl’XTAIN is silent, 
waterless. The retaining wail 
crumbles. Weeds grow from 
the mosaic tile, once (he 
fountain floor. There is no 
light bulb where light once 
siwne each night at dusk, and 
the sisters were remem 
bered. 

Looking from (he main 
steps toward Victoria Gen¬ 
eral Hospital, once St. Jo¬ 
seph's Hospital and the sec 
iind jewel in the sisters'

crown, the old academy or¬ 
chard lies shabby-brown. 
Weeds are knee high; the 
fruit trees carry the air of 
neglect. A 1910 photograph 
shows them in better shape. 

.Straight ahead, the avenue 
of trees from Humboldt to the 
main steps stands taller, 
broader, but exactly where 
they are shown in a photo¬ 
graph taken In 1886. Looking 
toward Humboldt, to the left 
of the driveway, were (he ten¬ 
nis courts where many stu¬ 
dents learned to improve the 
backhand strokes while 
wearing blue and gold. 

THE .NETS have long gone. 
Rough tarmac covers the 
site, parking for the staff of 


VGH. Where cars don't domi¬ 
nate. a storage shed, also be¬ 
longing to the hospital, takes 
up the rest of the courts. 

To (he left, the dreariness 
continues. 

Once there were shaded 
walks through groves of trees 
planted by earlier sisters and 
offering relief from the noise 
and bustle of the classroom. 

The paths are hard to find 
today. The grass is brown. 
Weeds are in profusion. 
There is a general air of apa¬ 
thetic neglect. 

AND THIS is the area 
leased by Victoria General 
Hospital from the provincial 
govement for a minimal sum 
each scar It doesn't stand 


loo well as a tribute to an 
institution's founders. 

Nor does the main acade¬ 
my building, government- 
owned for'close to 10 years, 
devoid of students since 
1973. 

That was the year, on June 
5. 115 years after (our lonely 
souls taught (heir first 
classes — that Sister Eileen 
Kelly, provincial superior, 
sent students past and pres¬ 
ent out Into the world with a 
reminder that the St. Ann's 
Academy graduation pledge 
should go with them: “True 
daughters of our Alma .Mater 

. . true to her principles, 
true to her faith, true to her 


love and faithful to her 
trust." 

THOSE WHO swelled with 
pride on that June day five 
years ago appear to have for¬ 
gotten. Just as they appear to 
have forgotten .Sister Miriam 
Helen. Sister Frieda Marie 
and the teacher of Latin, Sis¬ 
ter Superior Marie Gladys. 
And Sister Mary Germaine 
who taught piano and theory 
and now lies with her sisters 
at Roes Bay. 

Apart from modern fire 
doors and warnings not to 
smoke, the Interior of the 
academy remains much as it 
did when those sisters threa¬ 
tened, cajoled and taught 
their pupils. Things just 
"lean" a little more than (hey 
did. 

THE STAmWAY from (he 
main floor, to the left and 
upstairs, slides permanently 
toward the wall. The corri¬ 
dors seem narrower than 
they were, the classrooms 
house public servants. The 
furniture, plush by modem 
standards, sits ugly in the 
face of history. 

Only the chapel remains 
unchanged. 

Dedicated In 1858 by Bishop 
Demers as the first Roman 
Catholic cathedral in B.C. 
designed by Brother Charles 
Michaud, a cleric of St. Via- 
teur, and entirely built by 
hand (including the 172 ro¬ 
settes forming the motif (or 
the ceiling). It lies as cool In 
the summer sun as it did In 
1886 when, de^ed too small 
now (or a cathedral, it was 
moved to the convent-acade¬ 
my. 

SIGNIFICANTLY, there Is 
a small card attach^ to the 
locked door of the chapel: 
"Property of Sisters of St. 
Ann — In trust of Public 
Works,” The card is dated 
Feb 28. 1975. 

It is one of two areas w ithin 
(he main building clearly 
marked as still "the property 
of the Sisters of St. Ann. " 
Both stand calmly, defiantly 
in face of (he onslaught of 
bureaucracy. 

ST. ANN'S Academy corri 
dors no longer sound to the 
busy footsteps of the young. 
Rubber carpets mute the 
footfalls of the ministerial 
employees who now walk 
these halls, who now park 
their cars and their bikes on 
what was once-cherished 
ground, and who. In some 
cases, leave their one-time 
mobility in the form of junk 
where children once sang "0, 
Mary, we crown thee with 
blossoms today . . . Queen of 
the Angels, Queen of the 
May." 

Sic I'lur ad asira — such is 
the way to (he stars — was 
the school motto. Easily re¬ 
membered. easily forgotten. 

L'pstairs In the academy 
today there are offices of the 
Historical Sites Adkisory 
Board and (he Archaeoiogi 
cal Sites Advisory Board. 

Maybe they will remember 
and l^lieve sic itur ad astra

It will be a while before they 
challenee Victoria High in enrol¬ 
ment. but two small high schools 
are steadily gaining in sire in Vic 
(oria. 

Victoria Catholic Independent 
High School is the successor to St. 
Louis College, a Catholic boys' high 
school closed In 1968 after 104 years 
of operation, and St. Ann's Acade¬ 
my. a Catholic girls' high school 
closed in 1973 after IIS years. 

Dr. William Krul/mann, chairman of 
the new schooi's board, said the new 
school represents a move back to (he 
Catholic high school. Located in the 
same building used by St. Louis Coliege, 
and now occupied by SI. Andrew's Catho¬ 
lic elementary school, the school will 
have an enrolment of about 50 students in 
Grades 8. 9. and 10 this (all. 

Grade 8 was first tried on an expert 
mental basis about four yean ago and 
Grade 9 was added last year. Krutxmann 
said. The old St. Louis building Is well 



suited for the school since it contains 
laboratory and other facilities which are 
important (or a high school program. 

Because it Is an extension of the -SI 
Andrew's school, the new high school is 
eligible for funds under the Independent 
Schools .Support Act. It was a precarious 
financial situation that forced the clo¬ 
sure of both St. Louis College and St 
Ann's Academy 

Not eligible for assistance yet, be 
cause it has not been in existence for 
the required five year^but grow Ing Just 
the same, is Pacific ^ristian Second¬ 
ary. an inter denominational school with 
students from 18 different denomina¬ 
tions. 


St. Andrew ’s is borne to high school 


Begun last year with about 50 students 
in Grades 8 and 9. and two full-time staff, 
the school should have about 90 stu¬ 
dents In Grades 8, 9. and 10 this year, 
with four full-time and about four part- 
time staff, principal Ray Sutton said. 

It Is located In an annex rented from 
the Greater Victoria School board ad¬ 
jacent to Oaklands Elementary school. 
Sutton said the addition of a bus this year 
should enable the school to take greater 
advantage of educational poasibUlties in 
Greater Victoria.

Beer^wet, cold and de¬ 
licious. But brewed from 
“pure spring water?" 

Beer in Canada la man¬ 
ufactured from a host of 
organic ingredients and 
chemicals, from seaweed 
to hydrochloric acid. 

Local beer purists have 
been known to cry Into 
(heir mugs, muttering 
that some German beers 
are prohibited by law 
from containing preser¬ 
vatives or unnecessary 
additives. 

Purists are usually 
found in their basements 
brewing their own beer. 

Federal Consumer and 
Corporate Affairs' stan¬ 
dards define beer this 
way; 

fa I shaft be the product 
of the alcoholic fermenta¬ 
tion of an Infusion of bar¬ 
ley mall and hops or hop 
exlract In potable water 
and brewed In such a 
manner as to pos.sess the 
aroma, taste and charac¬ 
ter commonly attributed 
to beer; 

(bj .shall contain not 
less than 2.6 per cent and 
not more than 5.5 per cent 
alcohol by volume: and 
(c) may have added to 
It during the course of 
manufacture 

(I) cereal grain. 

Ill) carbohydrate 
mattdr, 

(III) salt. 

(iv) yeast, 
fvj hop oil. 

(vl) hop extract, pro- 
tided It Is added to the 
wort before or during 
cooking. 

(vli) Irish moss sea¬ 
weed of the species Chon- 
drus cri-spdt. 

fvlllj carbon dioxide, 
(lx) caramel (for 
color). 



(X) dextrin. 

(xl) food emymes 
(incloding pentosanase. 
pepsin from the glandu¬ 
lar layer of the pig stom¬ 
ach, protease, papain 
from the fruit of the pa- 
pa.va, glucanase, glucoa- 
mylase, bromelain from 
the pineapples Ananas 
comosus and bracteatus.

You'll never read any 
of those items on a beer 
label, and not because the 
label wouldn't be long 
enough. 

Beer is exempted from 
federal legislation requir¬ 
ing ingredients to be list¬ 
ed. 

A regional food special¬ 
ist for federal consumer 
affairs said in Vancouver 
last month that pressure 
from large beer corpora¬ 
tions had nothing to do 
with the exemption. 

Companies have been 
exempted for years, he 
said. 

"There's no problem 
with them. Beer is essen¬ 
tially a good product. 

"The average person 
who drinks doesn't care if 
a list of ingredients is on 
(he bottle. Housewives 
want it on foods. It's there 
because they made a 
fuss. But the average 
fella doesn't care when he 
wants a quick one. Beer Is 
beer," 

Some of the ingredients 
listed by consumer and 
corporate affairs help the 
yegst process along or act 
as buffering agents. 

Some of the "stabiliz¬ 
ing agents." the gums 
and binders, are also 
used in dairy-based prod 
ucts like ice creams 

Hydrochloric acid can 
be corrosive, but is nor¬ 
mally present in dilute 
form in gastric juices. 

At any rate, that's beer. 
Have a frosty one. 


Boeing to rescue 


Fears that lack of passen¬ 
gers would dock Washington 
State's experimental jetfoil 
ferry runs today were dispell¬ 
ed Saturday when the Boeing 
Co. announced it would put 
up money to keep its multi- 
roillion-dollar vessel operat¬ 
ing. 

A $130,000 state appropria¬ 
tion to supplement fare reve¬ 
nues will be exhausted today, 
nearly five weeks ahead of 
schedule. 

The seven-week trial of jet- 
foil service between Seattle 
and Victoria got off to a 
poor start July 23 when the 
jetfoil Flying Princess II 
broke dow n in Victoria Just as 
it was making its first run 
back to Seattle. 

The financial difficulties 
resulted in part from unful¬ 
filled passenger projections 
and a union demand that an 
engineer be on board as an 
observer, state transporta¬ 
tion director William Bulley 
said.

The total represents a 20- 
per cent Increase over 1976-77 
wheat exports and Is attribul- 
ed lo Ihe high level of spring 
wheat exports and an in 
crease In durum sales. 

Total exporta of the alx 
major grains—wheat, oats, 
barley, rapeseed, flaxseed 
and rye—reached 30.I02.IM0 
lunnes, 10 per ceni more than 
the previous year but about 
one per rent below Ihe record 
year of 1072-73. 

With the record exports, 
the expected overlap of 
wheat atocks Into the I97K 70 
crop year will be about Ihree 
mllllun tonnes less than the t3 
million tonnes carried into 
Ihe 1977-78 year. 

Other factors, however, 
might create excessive sup¬ 
plies this year. Above-aver- 


aga yields arf expected ind 
farmers this spring seeded an 
extra 1.3 million acres. 

Pioneer Grain Co. aald In a 
report that It expected pne 
ductlon of I8.a million tonnes 
of spring wheat, three million 
tonnes of durum. 3.2 mllllun 
tonnes of oats, 10.2 million 
tonnes of barley and 3.2 mil¬ 
lion tonnes of raps-seed. 

United Grain Growers' 
projections are similar. UGG 
expected pniductlon of 17 a 
mlllhin tonnes of spring 
wheat. 2.8 million tonnes of 
durum.

Few 
countin an richer In pnhle- 
torlc nmalni than Dorset, 
once part of the Sison king¬ 
dom of Wessex. 

Anclem buiial mounds, hill 
forts from the Iron age, 
Roman roadt and stone 
circles an all In evidence. 

Weymouth, one of Ihe 
larger popular aeaalde re¬ 
sorts on the west coast, has a 
history going back to the 
Slone age. 

Round barrows which line 
the enst of Ridgeway Hill. 
Just north of Weymouth, an 
evidence of Ihe bronze age. 

The prosperity of Wey¬ 
mouth nsulted from the pat¬ 
ronage of George III. who 
first came to this old Roman 
port In 176S. His statue stands 
in the centn of the espla¬ 
nade. His nsidence. Glouces¬ 
ter House, now Is a hotel. 

Georgian buildings with 
quaint Iww windows overlook 
Ihe wide, sandy beach. 

A mile or two farther on. 
the beach becomes pebbly 
but for those who want to gel 
away from Ihe crowds, it's 
ideal. 

The front teems with holi¬ 
daymakers in Ihe summer. 
Then is no lack of fish-and- 
chip shops, amusements and 
holiday pursuits such as fish¬ 
ing and sailing. 

Unique and Impnssive on 
the west coast of Dorset an 
Ihe vast pebUe bank of Chesil 
Beach and the aolld limestone 
- block of the tale of Portland. 

Cbesll Beach, which con- 
necta Portland to the main¬ 
land. stntches to the village 
of Abbotsbury. enclosing a 
shallow salt-water lagoon 
known as the Fleet. 

It extends—altogether 18 
miles—as a beach beyond 
Abbotsbury io Burton Brad- 
stuck when the pebbles an 
reduced to shingle. 

Smugglers at night could 
tell their whenabouts by the 
size of the pebbles. 

The pear-shaped Isle of 
Portland, four miles from 
Weymouth, has been extensi¬ 
vely quarried to provide 
Slone for St. Paul's. United 
Nations headquarters in New 
York and other notable build¬ 
ings. 

.Scattered around the island 
an nlics from prehistoric 
and Roman times. 

Portland Castle, built by 
Henry VIII, stands on the site 
of a ^xon stronghold. 

The hiUa that surround the 
Roman city of Dorchestei^ 
the Casterbridge of Hardy’s 
novela—are a treasure 
grouad of pnhlstoric re¬ 
mains. 

The most impressive is 
Maiden Cislle. the largest 
earthwork in Europe, two 
miles away. It was first occu¬ 
pied by stone4ige man about 
4.009 years ago. 

Its present triple banks and 
ditches an attributed to an 
iron-age Celtic tribe thought 
to have occupied it from 
about 300 BC.

Roma 
nia — Downing a shm of hot 
plum brandy dusted with rad 
pepper Is not my slandard 
way to start a day. But at this 
ski resort in the Carpathian 
Mountains of central Roma¬ 
nia, the hot peppered brandy 
preceded coffee at breakftsi 
in Outlaw's Retreat. 

When In Romania, do aa the 
Romanians. . . . 

Romania differs In some 
ways from the communltt- 
ruled nations that surratmd 
It. 

The communist domination 
maintains a low profile. 
Churches are open and Ihrlv 
Ing. The country Is predomin¬ 
antly Romanian. Orthodox, 
with a small peroentage Pro 
testant, Jewish and Islamic. 
Soldiers appear only at the 
War Memorial, a faw govtrn 
ment bulldingt and at the air¬ 
port. 

Photographs of Nicolae 
Ceausescu. the president, are 
ioconapicuously hung in tome 
public offices. 

City dwellers dress much 
like those In Western nations, 
and Western products art on 
store shelves, although prices 
seemed high. 


Bugdan Drones, a gung-ho 
yuung Romanian I mistook 
for an Amerioan, played rock 
music on his portable tape 
player, dressed In Jeans and a 
silver racing Jacket with an 
American flag on one shoul¬ 
der. He carri^ a top-quallly 
Japanete camera. He 
smoked Americin cigerelles 
although Romania produces 
large quenlltles of tobacco. 
In a rare moment of serious 
ness he explained why: 

"We Romanians are a free 
people and must have 
choices. So wa have Romani¬ 
an cigarettes at a low price 
and tte choice of American 
cigarettea at a high price. 
The money isn't the issue. 
Freedom of choice is. We 
haro that." 

Other notes on Romania: 

Voronat — Old churches in 
this northern district of Mol¬ 
davia wear their decorations, 
largely allegorical. In elabo- 
rite frescoes that have sur¬ 
vived for MO years. 

The tall narrow arches of 
Ihe church here hold paint¬ 
ings of biblical figures illus- 
Irating almost every facet of 
the Scriptures. The church 
was built In less than four 
months in 1488, and its elabo-

rate exterior paintings begun 
soon after. 

Where the hundreds of Indi¬ 
vidual pilMlngs are shel¬ 
tered from sun and rain near 
the top under the eaves, the 
colors and lines are still 
clesr. Where weither has 
taken its toll, colors are 
faded, and where human 
hands can reach, despoilers 
have left their names and 
dales gouged Inlo Ihe plas¬ 
ter. 

Rural areas follow Ihe gen¬ 
eral European custom of 
clualers of houses surrounded 
by veal farmlands. Romania 
has followed only partly Ihe 
Russian collective farm 
idea. 

Our pretty blond guide. Ml- 
haela Nagy, speaking perfect 
British English with marine 
drill sergeant authority, ex¬ 
plained that a farmer may 
Join a collective, could work 
for a co-operallve or could 
farm hit own land. She deli¬ 
vered details of each choice 
with the Implication that ad¬ 
vantages of the first and sec¬ 
ond far outweighed anything 
in private ownership. 

But pride of ownership 
showed in Ihe brightly paint¬ 
ed homes and In the gardens 
of farm villages, where de¬ 
corated houses and decorated 
eggs are traditional. The de¬ 
signs are modifications of Ihe 
131b century churches. 

Bucharest — The capital of 
Romania It a pretty city in 
Ihe same manner of Paris. Its 
broad boulevards are fringed 
in trees and flowers. Many 
parks are dotted arith ponds, 
lakes and formal gardens 
where residents flock on 
weekends. 

Fountains shoot skyward. 
Munumenls and memorials 
face broad esplanades. And 


as In Paris, a heavily trav¬ 
eled street circlea the Ruma¬ 
nian Arc de Triomphe. 

Although kings and queens 
are gone from Ihe scene, 
some of thair treasures re¬ 
main. In the History Museum 
of the Socialist Republic of 
Romania, a well-gunrded 


gall . 

houses a fortune in gold Jew¬ 
elry, crowns and royal trap 
pings that are fascinating to 
study In their brightly lighted 
display cases. 

The Art Museum is filled 
with works of Romanian ar¬ 
tists of note.

BALTIMORE — Tourists 
call it Muntezuma'a Revenge 
or less tasteful names. What¬ 
ever name you use. traveler's 
diarrhea has ruined a'lot of 
vacations to Mexico and 
other developing countries. 

Now, researcheri at Ihe 
Johns Hopkins Hospital have 
developed a simple, preven¬ 
tive treatment: a daily dose 
of the drug doxycyclina, an 
antibiatir from ihe tetney- 
dine family, starting before 
Ihe vacation. 

Dr. R. Bradley Sach, a 
Johns Hopkins associate pro¬ 
fessor of medicine, snd his 
brother. Dr. David Sach, also 
a Hopkins researcher, found 
that use for doxycyclina dur 
ing a aeries of studies on trs- 
veler's diarrhea Involving 
Peace Corps volunteers in 
Kenya and Morocco. 

"We found that the main 
bacterium (causing the diar¬ 
rhea) is a bacterium that la a 
form of E. coll that la sensi¬ 
tive to this drug,” said Brad¬ 
ley Sach. “Therefore'. It was 
logical thiV we try this drug. 
We found fls protection to be 
very good." 

For anti-disrrhea pur¬ 
poses. doxycycllne Is taken 
once a day in capsule form.

“It's long-acting, so only s 
single daily dose Is needed." 
said Sach. 

He said the drug acts in the 
small intestine and, said 
Sach. “That's where the or¬ 
ganisms grow so It’s secret¬ 
ing exscHy where you want 
il." 

.Sach said there are some 
side effecLv associated with 
doxycycllne. but no adverse 
reactions have been found in 
Ihe Johns Hopkins study. 
However, he recommends 
against prescribing it for 
pregnant women and for chil¬ 
dren because It can stain im¬ 
mature teeth. 

“We are recommending 
that they can take this drug 
for short periods of time, 
about three weeks, and It will 
be about SO per cent effec¬ 
tive," added Sach. who has 
received calls about the 
treatment and is prescribing 
it for travelers bwind for d^ 
veloping countries. 

An srticle oullining the 
study was published in the 
New' England Journal of 
Medicine and Sach Is ready to 
publish a second article that 
he expects to make Ihe first 
more convincing because it 
reaffirms the findings. 

Sach said he suspects doxy- 
cycline will soon be pre- 
- scribed widely — but that he 
hopes II will be used correct¬ 
ly- 

“It's not for people going to 
Europe.” he said, explaining 
that the organism that doxy- 
cycllne combaLs Is commem 
to developing countries, but 
not to the United States and 
other developed nations.

When 
the gold was gone, a few 
stuck around, including 
Jimmy Cummin^r's ances¬ 
tors. who helped settle the 
new town. 


HIS WIDOW takes In 
guests in a cozy, two-storey 
bungalow that's withstood 
the ravages of 139 winters. 

Whilg not exactly the Wal¬ 
dorf, It offers Old World com¬ 
fort — a room with a shared 
bath going for 110 single and 
$14 double.

EARLIER we spent the 
night at Llscombe Lodge on 
the Llscombe River, which is 
Just a hoot and a boiler from 
the coastal village of Ecum 
Secum (how's that for a han¬ 
dle?).

As the lobsterlng capital of 
the world, Halifax makes no 
secret of its fine seafood res¬ 
taurants, among them the 
Five Fishermen with Its Old 
World amUenre. 

It's not that we 
wish to sell Halifax short, but 
there's other scenery of the 
sort that sets poets to serf- 
bllng and painters to dab¬ 
bling. 


PAINTERS In particular 
freak out at Peggy's Cove, 
gathering to capture on can- 
vat scenes of granite out¬ 
croppings carved by receding 
flows during the ice age.

As such, we beg to 
prove that across our thresh- 
hold that legend Is still true 
as the sword, and anchor- 
deep.”

As for Halifax, It was here 
the world's greatest non-nu¬ 
clear explosion occurred 00 
years ago after a French mu¬ 
nitions ship collided headon 
with a Belgian freighter in 
Halifax Harbor. Hundreds 
died. Thousands were in¬ 
jured. With property los.ses in 
the millions. It marked one of 
the worst disasters of the 
century. So widespread was 
the damage the scars still 
show. 

Still, the city retains a Brit¬ 
ish flavor with Its pubHc gar¬ 
dens. historic Province 
House and St. Paul's, the ol¬ 
dest Anglican church in Can¬ 
ada.

Mlnule Steaks, as their name implies, ran bt skiljel 
seared in a minute. Ur, you can stuff them with season 
Ing. roll them up and slow simmer thorn into a savory 
main course that's moist and flavorfitl. Either way, the 
minute steaks cost the same. In calories as well. 

Minute steaks are a boon to diet-watchers as well as 
budget-walchers. because tbey re generally rut fropi lean 
beef round, one of the leanest, least failening beef cuts there 
Is. (Each quarter pound Minute steak is about 155 calo¬ 
ries.) 

In some supermarkets and arras of the country, minute 
steaks may be railed “cubed steaks." or “tandwh-h 
steaki” . .. thin, single-serving slices of lean beef round 
that have been machine-tenderized by sharp metal studs 
that puncture and break up the meat fibers. In shopping 
for them just be sure the steaks are rut from bn>f 
round, not cheaper, less tender, more fattening chuck. 

One of our favorite things to do with minute steaks Is 
to turn them Into all meat enchiladas ... with sharp 
cheeee and Mexican seasoning on the Inside, simmered 
In a self-making tomato sauce with onions, peppers and 
celery. Here's how:

Being a paperboy Is some¬ 
thing that Stewart Kidd has 
always taken seriously. 

He started out as one in

Salmon curbs 
to remain tight 


VANCOUVER (CPI—B.C 
salmon fishermen will con- 
linue to be restricted lo one 
day of fishing In Canadian 
convention waters next week 
and their United blales counl- 
erparts will not be allowed lo 
fish for salmon at all. 

The restrictions were an¬ 
nounced Friday by the Inier- 
nallonal Pacific Salmon Fi¬ 
sheries Commission. 

"We have to lake these 
steps mainly because of the 
low level of sockeye escape¬ 
ment on the Chilko river 
run." said AI Cooper, com¬ 
mission director in New 
We.stminsler. 

The Cliilku River is in Ihe 
Cariboo region of central 
B.C. 

He said only 11.000 sockeye 
have reached the spawning 
grounds to dale, far below Ihe 
commission's anticipated 
150.000 figure. 

"So we've got to give the 
salmon all ihe proleclion we 
can. ” he said. 

Although native Indian 
fishermen will be among 
those hardest hit by the com¬ 
mission's resiriclions. Coo¬ 
per said he anticipates co-op¬ 
eration from Indians during 
ris er closures. 

"I think ihey'rc conscious 
of the needs for cunservallon 
of salmon and I hope they 
understand why we're doing 
It.” 


The commission, made up 
of represenlalises from Can¬ 
ada and Ihe United .Stales. Is 
responsible for regulating ihe 
sockeye and pink salmon fi- 
sheries of the Fraser river, 
conducting research and di- 
siding the salmon catch 
equally between fishermen 
from the two eounlries. 

The commission's jurisdic- 
lion extends from Ihe en¬ 
trance of Juan de Fuca Strait 
10 Ihe mouth of the Fraser 
river. 

The commission is sche¬ 
duled to meet again Tuesday 
lo discuss regulatory mea¬ 
sures lo be applied in coming 
weeks.

Ken Warren of Monnington 
Place in I^ngford said in the 
letter Friday that he attend¬ 
ed a recent family court 
hearing in Victoria that was 
a waste of time and money 
and "an acute embarrass¬ 
ment to the integrity of the 
courts." 

Warren said he cancelled 
plans to take his family to the 
Commonwealth Gaines in 
Fdmonton to attend the hear 
ing. which was eventually 
shifted to a later date. 

.'\t court, Warren said, a 
juvenile was to receive^ome 
form of sentencing follow¬ 
ing "several hundred in¬ 
stances of theft and close to 
to previous appearances be¬ 
fore this same famil.v 
court. ' 

But this is what happened. 
W arren said. 

• He (Warren) was mista¬ 
kenly sworn in as the boy's 
father, despite the fact that 
the boy fs'a ward. The prose¬ 
cutor apologized to the court 
for the mistake. 

• The boy’s social worker, 
summoned by the prosccu- 
lor. turned out to be "a stand- 
in for the stand-in. and had 
just met the boy fur the first 
time minutes before. Despite 
calling the boy by (he wrong 
last name, he testified that he 
knew him and could point 
him out." 

• The probation stand-in 
wasn’t there, so none of the 
probation recommendations, 
such as community service 
work, could be read to court. 

• Since nobody knew when 
the social worker would re¬ 
turn from holidays, the legal 
Stand-In told court that the 
buy thought the holidays 
were of three weeks’ dura¬ 
tion. On the strength of this, 
a new court hearing was ar¬ 
ranged for Aug. 29. 

• Everyone agreed on the 
date except (he boy. He had 
been ordered by this same 
court to attend an Outward 
Bound camp during the last 
two weeks in August, he said, 
because be had failed to at¬ 
tend the camp In July, as 
he had previously been or¬ 
dered to. 

• Therefore a September 
date was arranged to bear 
(be boy’s April tbeft offence. 

Warren concludes his let¬ 
ter to Gardom by saying: 

"It’s not the first tiitie in 
my life that I’ve ever been 
amused over court proceed¬ 
ings. Sir. but It is the first 
time that I’ve ever chuckled 
with a defendant afterwards 
over the silliness of such pro¬ 
ceedings 

"I feel very sorry for any 


judge having to put up with 
such shambles. Since a court 
reporter was in attendance, 
anything I’ve said about this 
affair should be duly record¬ 
ed and easily confirmed.

"It was a tremendous lots 
(or a small place like ours, 
not only (or relatives and 
friends but for the whole 
town.” Mayor Lucien Ba- 
chand of Asbestos told report¬ 
ers after arriving at the scene 
of the tragedy In Eastman, 
(Jue. 

The 4g people aboard the 
chartered bus had just left a 
theatre performance at East¬ 
man and were beading down 
a steep bill whan the but 
brakes apparently (ailed at a 
sharp curve. 

They were heading home 
after the show when the crash 
occurred shortly before mid¬ 
night Friday night. Mott 
were young, although they 
ranged In age from 14 to M. 

Seven people. Including 32- 
year-old driver Denis Martel, 
managed to clamber out of 
the'bus and get to shore. Four 
of them were treated (or 
shock. 

Mott of the victims re¬ 
mained trapped in the bus, 
although organizers of the 
trip said only two were in 
wheelchairs and unable to 
walk. One body, that of a 
72-year-old woman, was 
found in the lake near where 
the bus plunged in. An uncon¬ 
firmed report said two others 
left the bus but swam In the 
wrong direction and 
drowned. 

Alain Poulioi, an organizer 
of the ill-fated excursion and 
one of the survivors, said: 
"The bus started to speed, 
and the driver told everyone 
to get set because he was 
going to do a 90-degree turn. 

"But at the speed we were 
going, he couldn’t turn and 
drove right into the water.” 

Police estimated the bus 
was travelling at 80 kilo¬ 
metres an hour when it left 
the road and hurtled into the 
lake.

Poullot, fighting back 
tears, said be managed to get 
the door open as the bus 
floated briefly on the surface 
of the lake, and the first thing 
he saw was a boat anchored 
affshore. 

"I swam (or the boat." he 
said. “There was nobody on 
shore, so I yelled (or help.” 

"Everv'body In the bus was 
yelling 'help, help'," Poullot 
said, but moments latee the 
bus sank with most of the 
victims inside. 

Cotugers who came to the 
sceAe tried in vain to unmoor 
the boaL but Donald Rake, a 
student from the Montreal 
suburb of Longueull, said hr 
and another bystander were 
able to bring several survi¬ 
vors to shore In a rowboat 
with no paddles they found at 
the lakeside. 

Rake said he and the other 
man paddled out with their 
hands to where survivors 
were floundering In the 
water. 

“They were panicking and 
we were afraid they would 
grab us by the neck or some¬ 
thing, so we Just pulled them 
Into our boat. 

"There were three or four 
people In the water. But I was 
panicking myself and I’m not 
even sure how many there 
were. I’m not even sure how 
many we pulled into shore 
except 1 think it was a woman 
and two men." 

A police spokesman said 
the bus driver was examined 
after the crash and “he was 
in perfect condition—no alco¬ 
hol, nothing.” But he had to 
be led away, apparently suf 
fering from shock. 

Following a common public 
wake in the local arena, a 
funeral mass will be led by 
Archbishop Jean-Marie For¬ 
tier of nearby Sherbrooke. 


Priests from at least four 
Roman Catholic parishes to 
which the victims belonged 
were also to participate. 

Rev. Guy Gilbert of Notre 
Dame de Toute Jole pariah, 
next door to the community 
centre from which the excur¬ 
sion left Friday afternoon, 
said;

available In Cknada because 
Canada did not produce clas 
sical records. 

Bub Kerr, host of the CBC's 
classical Off the Record pro 
gram says. "The classical 
record lover is being discri- 
minutod against It's aguniz 
Ingly unfair and we re such a 
small group. But people are 
not Just going to sit back 
about this." 

.Saekeroff said he had 
begun organizing a letter- 
writing and publicity cam¬ 
paign against the govern 
ment's decision, which he 
said will put the cost of a 
single record, already pushed 
to $10 by the weakened Cana 
dian dollar, up to $15.

DtNCAN — Delay by Ihe 
provincial government'! 
Cowichan Katuary Task 
Force In preventing Ita find¬ 
ings to the public It being met 
with tome concern and gen¬ 
erally mixed feeling! by local 
environmenlalittt. 

Most of Ihe environmenla- 
lislk contacted felt Ihe delay 
could be a good thing if It led 
lo a more detailed technical 
study of Ihe tituatlon. 

On the other hand, they 
said, it could be bad If the 
delay was a stall for political 
reasons. 

Originally the task force 
was 10 have presented Its 
findings on June II. 

However, Aid. Graham 
Bruce. North Cowichan’i rep¬ 
resentative on the task force, 
announced last week that Ihe 
task force would not be meet¬ 
ing with the government's 
Knvironment and Land Use 
Commlllee Secretariat 
(KLUC) lo present "their 
preliminary report" until this 
Wednesday. 

Cowichan Kstuary Preser¬ 
vation Society president 
(ieorge Croy thought that Ihe 
delay could be a good thing, 
"because this wonid only in¬ 
dicate that Ihe task force had 
more time to do an in-depth 
study." 

Croy added that he would 
bo "In favor of the task force 
has ing still further lime, be¬ 
cause the brief presented to 


the task force by Ihe Cowi¬ 
chan Conservation Coalition 
outlined Ihe lime that should 
be taken to do a technical 
study." 

The Cowichan Conserva¬ 
tion Coalition It a group com¬ 
posed mostly of professional 
foresters, biologists and 
economists. 

Croy said the brief's pur¬ 
pose was to point out that 
sufficient lime had not been 
allowed the task force mem 
bers lo conduct a serious, in- 
depth technical study. 

"The original time of two 
months allowed the task 
force months was certainly 
not sufficient." he pointed 
out 

“I feel this la not a delay, 
because it it not holding any¬ 
one up." 

Southend Ratepayer Asso¬ 
ciation president Brian Cur¬ 
rie said: "If Ihe delay is be¬ 
cause Ihe task force hasn't 
had adequate lime to com¬ 
plete Ihe technical part of 
their analysis, then this is 
good. 

"On Ihe other hand, if the 
delay is for other reasons or¬ 
chestrated behind Ihe scenes 
for political purposes, then 
this is not very desirable."

Fd Mankelow. federation 
past president and co-worker 
with former B.C. Liberal 
leader David Anderson on

He said; "I would like to see 
an end to this thing (the task 
force report) but I would also 
like to see It done properly.

Mankelow added. "Bryan

NANAIMO - There has 
been no decision made on 
w hclher this city's Concerned 
Citizens Committee will con- 
linue its battle against Nan¬ 
aimo Mayor Frank Ney by 
Initialing judicial proced 
ings. 

cue spokesman Pal Bar 
run told the Colonist at the 
weekend that Ihe group has 
not yet decided if it will lake 
up the suggestion of Muni¬ 
cipal Affairs Minister Hugh 
Curtis that four electors may 
petition a judge lo have an 
elected offical disqualified. 

But. Barron .said, he was 
upset that Curtis had brought 
the issue of personalities into 
Ihe controversy 

Barron was responding lo 
Ihe statement by Curtis that 
his office has no power lo 
disqualify an elected offi¬ 
cial. 

The minister's letter to Ihe 
ecu settled an issue that has 
been pending for two years 

Barron and the committee 
first wrote to Curtis in April 
of 1978. complaining that 
Ney. who is a prlncpal in 
Nanaimo Realty, had voted 
at city council on issues that 
would affect his properties. 

Hccenlly Ihe Concerned 
Citizens wrote U) Curtis ask¬ 
ing for a decision on their 
conflicl-of-inleresl charges. 


Curtis. In his reply, said 
that his office did not have 
Ihe power to disqualify elect 
ed officials, nor would it want 
to have that power 

He said that lour voters 
could petition a judge to have 
an official disqualified, or 
that a council could disqual¬ 
ify Ihe official and that per 
son could appeal the decision 
lo a judge. 

Curtis said "while some 
may feel that it Is question¬ 
able that a person with real 
estate interests should be 
permitted to sit on council. I 
think that particular issue is 
one that must be settled at 
the municipal election." 

Barron ran against Ney for 
mayor In Ihe last election 

But. he said this week that 
he thought Curtis was creat¬ 
ing a smokescreen by raising 
the issue of personalities and 
politics. 

"Regardless of Mr. Curtis' 
evasion of the issue and of Ihe 
facts." Barron said, "there is 
no question but that Mayor 
Ney's control of an estimated 
6.7 per cent of the total land 
area of Nanaimo repeatedly 
puls Ihe mayor In conflict of 
interest." 

"The facts are there on the 
record for any citizen lo see. 
Mayor Ney did vote on se¬ 
veral matters affecting his 
companies." 

Barron said that he was 
disappointed that Curtis had 


inferred that Ihe issue was 
only political rivalry between 
himself and Ney. 

"I am not pointing the fin¬ 
ger at Mr. Ney private citizen 
nor has this anything to do 
with municipal elections." he 
said. 

Ney said that the issue on 
which hr voted was a sewer 
matter affecting an entire 
area and thousands of citi¬ 
zens. 

He said that he vacates the 
chair whenever a passible 
conflict-of-interest matter 
arises but that when an issue 
has a bearing on many citi¬ 
zens. he feels justified re¬ 
maining in the chair. 

Ney said that hr believes 
Ihe issue Is a warmup for the 
November municipal elec¬ 
tions. He has said that he will 
run again. 

The Concerned Citizens 
had asked Curtis to disqualify 
Ney from running. 

Barron said that the CCC 
would be meeting to discuss 
the entire matter, and that no 
decision on the judicial peti¬ 
tion had been made.

BAGUIO CITY, Philippines 
lAP) — Challenger Viktor 
Korchnoi missed his fourth 
chance for victory In his 
world chess championship 
match against Anatoly Kar¬ 
pov and their ninth game was 
adjourned after 41 moves Sat¬ 
urday. 

Kxperts said Korchnoi will 
probably have lo settle for a 
draw against Ihe 27-year-old 
Soviet champion when play 
resumes today with the open¬ 
ing of Karpov's sealed 4lsl 
move. ^ 

Karpov has scared the only 
victory of the match, which is 
• expected to last two or three 
months. The seven other 
games have all ended in 
draws. 'The first to win six 
games gets the championship 
and 1360.000 The loser re¬ 
ceives 9200.000. The purse Is 
Ihe biggest in chess history. 

'The 47-year-old challenger, 
who defected from the Soviet 
Union In 1976. got Into serious 


time trouble in Ihe final hour 
of play and threw away Ihe 
possibility of victory—as he 
did in the third, fifth and sev¬ 
enth games. 

"He had a winning position 
but in time trouble he made 
some mistakes and it looks 
like it's beaded toward a 
draw," said Michael Stean of 
England, one of Korchnoi's 
seconds. 

"Now. It's an easy draw.” 
said Argentine grandmaster 
Miguel Naldorf 

"White Is materially better, 
but owing lo bit more active 
position, black will probably 
secure a draw.” said Yugo¬ 
slav master Miroslav Radoj- 
clc. 

When Ihe game adjourned 
after five hours of play. 
Korchnoi, who was playing 
white, had a pawn advan¬ 
tage. but U S. grandmaster 
Robert Byrne said: “It’s not 
enough." 
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would be a wrong one now, lo 
allow further development of 
Ihe estuary.

BLACK BASPBLRRIES (A.U.. Lang 
ford) 

Th« black and purple raspberries do 
not push out suckers In (be way tbal red 
raspbenips do. so te get more ptanu II 
Is necessary to tip-layer the canes. 

In late summer, the laake-llke tips 
of (be long new canes are bent over and 
burled In (he ground, pegging them if 
necessary to keep them from whipping 
out In the wind. By the following spring, 
these tips will have rooted themselves 
and may be cut free from tbe parent 
plant and transplanted to a nursery bed 
to be grown on for a season before 
planting out In rows. 

The pruning also Is a little different 
to (bat of red raspberries. About two 
Inches Is snipped off (he tips of the new 
canes when they reach a height of n 
Inches In the case ef the purples. 24 
Inches (or (he blacks. This tipping 
causes the canes to push out side shoots 
on which tbe fruit is borne. 

These laterals should In turn be 
tipped or shortened to g inches the fol¬ 
lowing spring. After fruiting, each cane 
Is cut down to ground level. 
EVERGREEN BLDOLEIA (J.C.. Vic¬ 
toria) 

Your mystery shrub Is Buddleia glo¬ 
bose. nam^ for the Rev. Adam Buddie, 
one-time vicar of Fambiidge In Essex. 


and a noted amateur botanist. Tbe spe- 
clfic name, globosa. refers to the gloou- 
lar shape of the (lower clusters. The 
common name (or (he Buddleia Is But¬ 
terfly Bush, so called because It attracts 
myriads of gaily colored butterflies to 
the garden. 

Your particular variety Is quite dif¬ 
ferent from the ordinary purple-flow¬ 
ered Butterfly Bush as the blossoms on 
yours are orange in color. The shrub 
will grow eventually to about 12 feet in 
height and with a spread of about 10 
feet. The ball-shap^ clusters of or¬ 
ange-gold flowers are very tfragrant. 
with a sweet, honey-like scent. 

ERLITING AGE (G.McA.. yietoria) 

TV fruit trees you buy and plant this 
autumn will probably be two or three 
years old when purchased. How soon 
they will start bearing fruit depends on 
the kinds and varieties, and on whether 
or not they have been grafted on dwarf¬ 
ing rootstocks. 

For trees grafted on non-dwarfing 
roots, you can expect them to bear as 
follows: Apples, four to seven years; 
pears, (our to six years; plums, four to 
six years; sweet cherries, (our to seven 
years; sour or pie cherries, five to seven 
years; apricots, three to five years; 
peaches, three to four years, and figs, 
two to three years 


Apples and pears on dwarfing stocks 
come Into bearing quite a lot earlier 
than tbe bigger trees, usually producing 
a good crop in their third year, and 
occaskmally a small crop In their sec¬ 
ond year. 

JAPANESE IRIS (LW., Duncan) 

Iris kaempfeii, Uie clemalis-flow- 
ered Iris of Japan, Is best planted In 
October and comes into bloom about tbe 
time the ordinary flag or bearded Iris Is 
finishing. It grows best In a sunny posi¬ 
tion, Ideally by the side of a garden pool, 
and needs an abundance of moisture 
during the growing season but with 
somewhat drier conditions through the 
winter. 

The plant Is a lime-hater, preferring 
a rich loamy soil with a liberal dressing 
of old rotted cow manure in June. It Is 
best not to cut down the foliage in the 
fall but allow It to remain and decay, 
pulling it away In the spring. 

Some good varieties are Dresden 
China, silvery lilac and lavender; Blue 
Lagoon, a clear, deep, sky blue; Purple 
East, a rich royal purple and growing 
very tall, up to four feet; Lady In Walt 
Ing, double white with a pink and laven¬ 
der edging u the petals; Tiger Dance, 
double flowers In sky blue with purple- 
red veins; World's Delight, orchid pink, 
and Nina, double flowers in pale pink on 
a silver ground

Driving from Milwaukee to Chicago, 
a distance of nearly 90 miles of Inter¬ 
state highway, 1 didn't see a single 
vehicle that seemed to be obeying the 
federal speed limit at U miles an hour 

The prevailing speed was 10 miles an 
hour beyond that — with some ef the 
huge overland trucks going even faster. 
If you tried to stick to U. someone would' 
nud« up behind you and force you over 
to the slow lane — which was also 
exceeding the limit, but by less. 

I make this point not as a reflection 
on U.8. law-breaking, nor even as a 
comment oo tbe rightness or wrongness 
of tbe iO-ml)e-llmit. What interests me 
here Is our human tendency to herd-like 
action, to follow the rhythm, or (be 
pattern, ne matter where It is taking 
us. 

Every motorist, on hitting the super¬ 
highway, seemed U) be caught up in (he 
rhythm of the fastest drivers. They 
were the ones who determined tbe aver¬ 


age speed on the road; If you tried to 
hold It down, (rucks would whiz by you 
alarmingly; tail-gaters would press you. 
or dart around to (111 the spare you were 
leaving for the car ahead. 

There was no way to play the game 
by the rules. You were forced, willy- 
nilly, to become part of the operation, 
even against your better Judgment or 
the capacities of whatever car you were 
handling. In a real sense, traffic was' 
driving you. not the other way around 

It Is easier to understand gang ac¬ 
tion. or mob action, or any kind of 
insurrectiou. when you observe what 
happens in such situations. It Is always 
the extremksts who set tbe pattern and 
(he pace, not (he moderates. The moder¬ 
ates may be In the majority — as I 
believe the majority of motorists are — 
but when (he action starts, the moder 
ates are stampeded by a minority of 
hotheads. 

Extremist movements almost al¬ 
ways go further than they should, be¬ 


cause the moderates are made to feel 
that (bey are cowardly or cumpromis- 
Ing or somehow "disloyal" If they fail to 
accept the ultimate challenge to author¬ 
ity — Just as (he motorist is made to feel 
a hop^ess slowpoke If he cruises along 
at or below the legal limit. 

Nobody In a lynch mob would do 
individually what the mob does collec¬ 
tively. But. egged on by only a few, the 
mob acquires a kind of moral sanction 
of Its own. leaving Individual responsi 
billty far behind. And his sanction is 
always to do an illegal or evil thing — 
nobody, as Ed Howe said, ever saw a 
mob dash across town to do a good 
deed. 

Every gang follows Its most daring 
and dangerous leader, while the pro¬ 
tests of. the more moderate are dis¬ 
missed as mere funk. Since no man 
wants to be thought deficient in cour 
age, the irresponsible win their way by 
this kind of blackmail, and the sheep 
follow them to slaughter

Robeson died on Jan. 26, 
1976, at age 77.

Polio carrier to Hy home 


CHILLIWACK (CP)—Pro¬ 
vincial epidemolodst Tony 
Larsen Mid Saturday that a 
17-year-old male visitor from 
Ibe Netherlands, positively 
identified at a carrier of polio 
virus, would return to the 
Netherlands Tuesday on a 
Martinatr charter flight from 
Vancouver if the airline ap¬ 
proved. 

“Through federal chan¬ 
nels, we have notified the air¬ 
line in question that this par- 
licuiar passenger is a polio 
virus excretor," said Larsen. 
“This is part of international 
regulations." 

The airline might ultimate¬ 
ly make its decision on in¬ 
structions from the Dutch 
government, he Mid. 

Spokesman for the airline 
could not be reached for com¬ 
ment. 

Dr. William Meinnes. 
Upper Fraser Valley medical 
health officer, said the visi¬ 
tor. now in quarantine, had 
not suffered any symptoms of 
the disease, but could remain 
a carrier for another two 
weeks to two months. 

Meanw'hlle. Jake Van de 
'Pol. 28. a mushroom farmer 
who was visited by the car¬ 
rier, remained In stable con¬ 


dition In Chilliwack Oneral 
Hospital, partially paralysed 
and breathing with the aid of 
a mechanical respirator.

THE HAGUE (AP)-A 
polio epidemic among mem¬ 
bers of a religious commu¬ 
nity opposed to vaccination 
has claimed its first fatality, 
a three-month-old girl, the 
Dutch health ministry said 
Saturday. 

Almost 100 cases of polio 
have been redstered in the 
Netherlands, but a ministry 
official said the baby was the 
only known fatality. She died 
June 28 in .Mellskerke. In 
southwestern Zeeland prov¬ 
ince. 

Most Dutch children are 
immunired agaln.st polio, but 
splinter groups of the Dutch 
Reformed Church regard the 
disease as an example of di¬ 
vine wrath and refuse immu¬ 
nization. 

The victims are children or 
teenagers from the Bible Belt 
in central Holland. Only 
seven cases have been re¬ 
ported in Zeeland, where 
strict Calvinst sects such as 
the Dutch Reformed Com¬ 
munities and the Christian 
Reformed Churches are a mi¬ 
nority. 

The ministry describes the 
polio virus as a mild strain, 
not usually fatal. "The case 
in Meliskerke was exception¬ 
al." a spokesman said, "be-

MILLION DOLLAR MYSTERY 

« 


Driving along the 
old Canadian Col¬ 
lieries railroad right- 
of-way to Comox Lake 
one might see the con¬ 
crete remains of No. 8 
mine, once known as 
the Million Dollar 
Mystery. 

They stand today as monuments 
marking the site of one of the larger 
mines In the Cumberland coal field.- 
Nature is slowly hiding the man¬ 
made scan with a shroud of alder, 
making it impessibie for the strang¬ 
er to visualize Its past importance. 

IN THE YEAR 1*10 Canadian 
Collieries (Dunsmuir) Ltd. — a new 
company — purchase the Welling¬ 
ton Collieries Company Limited 
from James Dunsmuir. This trans¬ 
action brought to a close the inter¬ 
ests of the Dunsmuir family in real 
mining on Vancouver Island and 
an end to a family empire founded 
by Robert Dunsmuir In 180. 

The history of cOai mining towns 
is one of fluctuating fortunes, their 
destiny subjected to many vari¬ 
ables beyond their control, Cum- 
beriand was no exception. Having 
lived under the autocratic rule of 
the Dunsmuir regime for so many 
years, the change of ownership did 
nothirig to allay the skepticism of 
the miiwrs. However the following 
year their doubts turned to hopeful 
optimism with the Company's an- 
nouncemeM of large capital expen¬ 
ditures. 

THE NEW PROJECTS included 
ronstnictian of a hydro electric 
compiex on the Puntledge River, 
the electrification of the existing 
mines and the developtnent of a 
new mine with a townsite of 75 
bouses. 

To this end a satvmill with a 
capacity of ZO.OtW B.P.M. a day 
was built to supply timbers for the 
shafts and lumber for the houses. 

Early in 1(12 these plans became 
a reality and the expectations of the 
mining community reached a new 
high. 

At a site four miles west of Cour¬ 
tenay, land clearing for the new 
townsite began and nearby two 
mine shafts were slowly forging 
downward to the hidden seams of 
Mack gold. 

In the meantime work was pro¬ 
ceeding on the Puntledge power 
project. Dams, flume, ^pelines, 
powertines and powerhouse were 
all in various stages of construc¬ 
tion. The future of Cumberland 
seemed assured. 
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But notwithstanding all the ac¬ 
tivity and optimism that prevailed, 
the instability of coal mining was 
not to be thwarted. 

THE Ll'XLRY of complacency 
was not savored for long, for on 
Sept. 1C of that year, work came to 
an abrupt halt. This marfcd the be¬ 
ginning of a struggle that was 
to last two years and proved to be 
one of the most bitter and violent 
periods in the history of Vancouver 
Island coal mines. 

Whether it was a strike or lock- 
* out remained contentious and. in¬ 
deed. still does to this day. 

After a few weeks of idleness the 
company opened the mines with 
such labor as they could muster. 
The cry of “scab" or "blackleg" 
was frequently heard and animosi¬ 
ties were bom that persisted for 

IN SPITE of such obstacles tbe- 
construction of the hydro electric 
project and sinking of No. 8 shafts 
continued, and in July of 1(13 after 
18 months of sinking, the shafts 
reached their goal. 

This was no small accomplish¬ 
ment consiilering the size of the 
excavations. The main shaft — used 
to hoist men and materials — was 
22 feet by 11 feet, and the ventilation 
shaft was 18 feet by 11 feet, both 
were l.MW feet deep. In all, some 
17.M( cubic yards of rock was 
blasted and loaded by hand la sink¬ 
ing these two shafts. 

ONE DAY in August of that year 
the two (.two horsepower turbines 
were set spinning, churning out 
t.tWO kilowatts of power to serve the 
UMds of the mines and the com¬ 
munities of Cumberland and Cour¬ 
tenay. 

At the mine site no time was lost 
in building the neces.sary structures 
and buildings. A modem steel head¬ 
frame and tipple was built and 
the latest design in winding ehgines 
was iustalled in roomy concrete 


hoist rooms. The whole complex 
took on an air of solidity and perma 
nence and no expense had been 
spared to make it so. 

By the spring of 1911 construc¬ 
tion of the 75 houses in the new 
townsite was completed. All that 
remained was for a development 
crew working at the mine to dc-vel- 
op enough working faces to make 
room for production. But the re- 
sulLs of the initial probing tunnels 
proved to be disappointing. The 
seam had so many dirt bands that it 
was Impossible to mine a clean 
product, in addition faulting and 
distortion of the No. 4 seam was 
found to be greater than antici¬ 
pated. 

THEN ON AUG. 5,1(14, without 
any fanfare the company discontin¬ 
ued operations at No. 8 mine. This 
was to be no temporary closure, for 
the cages were taken out of the 
shafts, the cables removed from 
the winding engine drums and the 
shafts allowed to fill with water. 
Only one house out of 75 was to be 
occupied, this by a watchman 
whose job was to lubricate the 
machinery and turn the winding 
engines over for a short period each 
day. 

Such a desision was beyond the 
understanding of the miners and 
even to the non-mining residents of 
the district. Here was a new ham¬ 
let and a new mine that had cost 
more than (1 million being aban¬ 
doned without having produced one 
ton of coal for sale. To men whose 
yearly income seldom reached |l.- 
(M K was incompreheasible and it 
was not long before it soon acquired 
the title of "The million dollar 
mystery.” 

LATER THAT MONTH the 
labor dispute which had begun in 
September of 1912 came to an end. 
Whether tjie closing of the mine had 
any bearing on the settlement of the 


long conflict will never hi- known 
becau.se other factors were preM>ni 
at that lime that influenced such a 
decision, and the closing of tin* niim* 
was no mystery to the pnlii.\ 
makers of the company. 

While the long drawn mil labor 
unrest and the disappninling find 
ings at the mine did nothing but add 
to the problems of the day. the 
deciding factor was the shrinking 
coal market. 

In 1(10 British Columbia im¬ 
ported five million gallons of duly 
free fuel oil from CoUfornia. In 1914 
the volume had increa.sed to IK 
million gallons, an amount equiva¬ 
lent to 700,000 tons of coal. In fare of 
such a situation the fate of No. 8 was 
inevitable. 

FOR 22 YEARS these monolithic 
structurrs stood like briniding senti¬ 
nels over the mine site, a grim 
reminder of the fickle fortunes of 
coal mining. During this period 
some of the hous<>s were removed 
from the still-born townsite, those 
that were left were slowly being 
enveloped by the encroaching 
forest, a place without hope. 

Then one day toward the end of 
I93( sounds of activity were heard 
about the mine. Cages were put 
into the shaft and the job of de-wa 
tering the mine began. Carpim- 
ters were set out to work rehabili 
tating the houses that had suffered 
from 22 years of neglect. No. 8 
was to be reborn. 

In the spring of 1937 No. 8 came 
into production, but in view of infor 
motion gather^ from a diamond 
drilling program the seam worked 
was No. 2 at the 70(-foot level, not 
the No. 4 seam at the l.(H>-foo< level 
as had been originally planned. 

THIS MINE GREW to be one ot 
the largest of the many owned by 
the company and at ILs peak em 
ployed more than 409 men and 
produced I,2(( tons of coal a day. 
not bad for an operation that had 
such an ill-starred beginning. 

Throughout the war years and 
postwar period this mine played an 
important role in the economy of 
the province, but lurking in Ihe 
background was its former neme¬ 
sis. oil. 

With the discovery of the Ia?duc 
oilfield in 1947 the fate of the mine 
was sealed. It continued to operate 
until February of 1953, when, finally 
it became one of Ihe many victims 
of its chief competitor. 

There was no doubt about Ibis 
second closure being final. When 
Ihe underground equipment was 
salvaged, two huge reinforced con¬ 
crete slabs were poured sealing Ihe 
shafts forever. Within weeks Ihe 
acetylene torches of Capital Iron 
Co. of Victoria and their crews re¬ 
moved this fine steel edifice from 
the lace of the earth. 

Oniv me concrete skeltons re¬ 
main uidav to bring back memories 
of bo vs gone by and a reminder 
thing- oiin't last forever, not even 
million uollar ones.

The familiar meliow topes of Neil Diamond. 
Tom Jones. Roger WhitUktr, Freddy Finder, 
Louis Armstrong and 'Blvis P'esley flow 
smoothly fmra none other Sian Victoria's own 
impres.sionist and guitarist — Bill Zaalberg. 

ZAALBERG'S IMPRESSIONS of well 
known personalities of the music world practi- 
lally defy the most severe critic, as he has 
perfected his imitatioas down to the minutest 
detail. He has a remarkahio talent for changing 
his voice from the gravely soands of Louis Arm¬ 
strong to the deep and m^low tones of Roger 
Whittaker in almost the same breath. 

Not only does he impersonate the stars of the 
music industry, but he eombines various trade 
marks of the stars, such as Louis Armstrong's 
well known and ever present handkerchief, to 
the Mexican outfits he wears during his Freddy 
Fender numbers. 

For the greatest part of his life, Zaalberg has 
devoted himself to the entertainment business to 
give Victorians exactly wiut they want in the 
way of a musical evening. 

Zaalberg thrives on entertaining and says; 
"Once 1 gerup before the audience I can just feel 
all the energy flowing around. It's fantas¬ 
tic'" 

WHEN HE STEPS onto the .stage fur a 
performance, Zaalberg becomes a puppet which ' 
his audience can manipulate to suit their musi¬ 
cal tastes. He believes in giving the audience 
what they want and relates his music to the 
age and taste of the people. 

To see Zaalberg in performance. Is to like 
him. His good-natui^ personality and enthusi¬ 
astic manner cause his audience to forget their 
daily cares and troubles and reach a new peak of 
happiness. 

While Zaalberg is performing, he becomes 
totally involved with his audience and provi^s 
total entertainment for the patrons of the varies 
establishments where he appears. It is practi¬ 
cally impossible for the audience to remain 
seated while listening to his lively music and the 
dance floor is usually packed with patrons sway¬ 
ing to the rhylhmic beat. 

Zaalberg loves relating to people and be¬ 
lieves that to be a success, a performer must 
give peopie what they want and never force 
himself on them. 

He says: “You should feel people out and get 
the drift of them and let them get to know you 
before you put anything on them.” 

This is the reason usually performs wefl- 
known material during his act. as people like to 
hear the .songs they know, and hnjoy dancing 
to familiar tunes. 


HIS REPERTOIRE includes mure than 400 
songs, ranging from nostalgia tunes of the 1930s 
and 1940s to rock 'n' roll and popular hits 
on today's market plus Hawaiian and country 
and western songs. 

Not only is Zaalberg an accomplished sing¬ 
er, guitarist and impres.sionisl. but he also plays 
the trumpet well. 

He has developed an Intricate public address 
system that enables him to provide a complete 
sound system while he is performing by means 
of electronic bass, drums, pre-recorded tapes of 
his own voice which he harmonizes with during 
some numbers and electronic rhythm. He con¬ 
trols the equipment with his left foot by means of 
a set of bass pedals that contain a full octave of 
notes. 

As Zaalberg performs his whole body is in 
coastant motion. He smoothly-changes from 
guitar to trumpet and deftly operates the rhythm 
and ba.ss pedals of his P.A. system while belting 
out vocals in his mellow voice — truly a one man 
band!

Zaalberg became involved with music al the 
‘ age Of IS while attending Victoria High School 
and began to play with some of his friends at 
parties and weekend gatherings. 

HE LS A SELF-TAUGHT musician and has 
never had a professional mnsic lesson in his life. 
He perfected his talent ovpr the yea rs by the trial 
and error method, accompanied by lots of prac 
tlce. 

• His parents. Bill and Kathy, and sisters. 
Vera and Willie, encouraged him in his early 
endeavors in the music world, and it wasn't long 
before he organiied Victoria High's first rock n" 
roll band in the early ]964)s. 

At that time, the current rage in popular 
music was the instrumental sounds of groups 
like the Ventures and Zaalberg's group. The 
Esquires, channeled its talents into performing 
riK'k 'n' roll instrumental numbers to the delight 
of students at Victoria High. 

The Esquires was a four-piece group con 
slsting of a ba-ss player, Doug Edwaids: drum¬ 
mer, Finn Wallers; saxophone player, Brian 
Jaundrew; with Zaalberg playing guitar. 

The group was popular with the students and 
play ed at the various school dances. 

After graduation the group gave .Saturday 
morning performances on Bub Aylward's Club 
Six, a local teen TV program. 

By the mid-1960s the group disbanded, with 
the various members going>their own ways. 
Doug Edwards eventualiy went on to become a 
member of the Hometown Band, which is cur¬ 
rently producing hit numbers as a backup group 


fur Valdy; Finn Wallers moved to Toronto to join 
an orchestra which specializes in the big band 
sound; and Brian Jaundrew moved to Vancuu- 
ver. where he set up a guitar club. 

Zaalberg branched out to playing w ith week 
end bands for $5 a night al the old .Starlight 
Ballroom in Victoria, which is now Nelson's 
.Music Centre. 

DI RING THE WEEK he worked with the 
B.C. Telephone Company installing telephone 
equipment in various offices throughout Vic¬ 
toria. 

The company later posted Zaalberg to the 
interior of B.C. His job entailed a great deal <(f 
road travel and so he had to .satisfy his musical 
(h'sire b.v humming along with the popular tunes 
on t(|r car radio and practicing on his guitar 
whenever he had a spare moment. 

During the three years Zaalberg travelled 
the B.C. interior with the telephone company. his 
heart was still in Victoria. When the company 
offered him a Victoria position he Jumped at thi' 
chance and moved back to his hometown. 

Upon returning to Victoria in the early 1970s. 
he immediately formed another band and Pagan 
Blue became a well known sound at the Tillicum 
Athletic Club, the Joker's Chib. Club It. the 
Dragon Yuan in Duncan, and various Vicluria 
dances. 

The group consisted of Bill Bulls on bass 
guitar, Peter Karpuchin on keyboard, Terry 
Townsend on drums, vocals by Louie Fortin and 
Zaalberg on lead guitar. 

According to Zaalberg: "We were a super

iikM group.” They were very well received 
Hherever played. 

I NTIL TIBS TINE, he bad held back (itMii 
ptTfurming vocals, but one idtcht an emergency 
^iluation developed that opened up another door 
in Ihe life of mu.sic man Bill Zaalberg. 

I,ead vocalist, Louie Fortin, was unable to 
make a singing engagement and at the la.sl 
moment Zaalberg had to take over the vocals for 
the group. 

First reaction at the Ttllicum Athletic Club 
was les.s than spectacular, but nevertheless. 
Zaalberg persevered and practiced and each 
lime found it much easier. 

He began to get itchy feet and wanted to 
move on to a larger group that featured a brass 
section and so be form^ the group Festival, 
which featured a Chicago-type sound. 

Original members of the group were Paul 
Jamieson on drums, Don Reich on saxophone. 
Jerome Hawthorne on trumpet. Rod Moysey on 
lead guitar, with Zaalberg providing the vocals 
and bass guitar. Later on Jamieson was replaced 
b) Doug Casey as drummer. 

The idea of a performing show band in¬ 
trigued Zaaiberg and he developed a routine 
■ iimplcle with wiB and costumes as a tribute to 
the Beatles and the Beach Boys. 

Band members wore Beatle wigs, boots and 
w hiic shirts with skinny ties. For Ihe Beach Boys 
numbers they ran on stage wearing T-shirts. 
Beach Boy hats and bathing suits. 

The routines were a big success and as 
Zaalberg say.s: “The people really reacted to 
this." He began a new chapter in his life by 
providing his audiences with total entertain¬ 
ment. 

For one and a half years Festival played in 
various Victoria night spots — to stand up 
crowds at Ihe James Bay Inn's Foghorn cabaret. 
Club 41. the Stardast Ballroom, Sidney Hotel and 
Ihe Dragon Yuan in Duncan. 

KE.STIVAL WAS the first show band in the 
\ icioria area and audiences thoroughly enjoyed 
its sight and sound. 

'TIh- band was asked to perform for a special 
MacMillan Bloedel dance in Port Albemi and 
played to an enthusiastic crowd of l,2M people.

Trafalgar, 
who asked him to do fill-in work for them with 
their group while performing at the Red Lkm 
Motor Inn. 

Trafalgar was a showy band, according to 
Zaalberg. and he began » Mt how easy It was to 
entertain people. Durh^l Ut one week as a 
backup musician in their gNuf,' Ken and Joe 
pestered Zaalberg to brhlKit adl on bis own. 
They planted a s^ which hegaa to grow and 
take root in his min^ 

In June of IPTS. he reached a himing point in 
his life. 

Due to the encourim wiwl (rwB Ken and Joe 
Ilf Trafalgar and Ms wife. GKndi. be quit B.C. 
Telephone Company to devote Mmseif full lime 
lb the eotertainmenl business. 

This was quite a major decision as he had no 
definite arrangements made fat a group at this 
time. 

He sent out a call for a veraalllr drummer 
and keyboard player and formed the three piece 
band. Brandy, with Dennis Scherfc on disims, 
dreg Schaefer on keyboards and Zaalberg pro¬ 
viding the guitar and trumpai sounds. 

HI.S DK.SIRE to give the audfence just what 
they wanted in the way of top flight entertain¬ 
ment caused him to continue his successful 
arrangements of a tribute to the Beatles and 
Beach Boys, complete with costumes and wigs. 

Throughout his life, Zaalberg has always 
admired the outstanding voices in the entertain¬ 
ment world and began to develop impersona¬ 
tions of such well known talents as Neil Dia¬ 
mond. Louis Armstrong, Freddy Fender. Roger 
Whillakcr and Sonny Bono. 

Zaalberg says: “These went over great. You 
can really feel it yourself when you are close to 
impersonating someone.” , 

Brandy's popularity made Ihe group a regu¬ 
lar drawing card at such spots as the 'Thatch at 
Ihe Royal Oak Inn, the Stardust, the James Bay- 
Inn's Foghorn Cabaret and the Sidney Travel 
Uidge, as well as at private dances.

enhancers and mixer to enable him to develop 
his singing style at his own expense. 

The cost of renting a recording studio is 
quite sobalanlial and by means of utlizing his 
own facilities Zaalberg will be able to keep the 
cost of making a master tape within budget. 

After the master tape is made he plans to 
submit R to a recording company for manufac¬ 
ture into records for distribution at the various 
night spots where be is appearing.

sanrus, shortened to “Caddy,” to aid the head¬ 
line writers. 

Interest in these ehistve creatures has faded 
of late and, HT we're not careful, they may Join 
"Old John" in the haven of legendary ebarac- 
ten where, I trust, be rests in peace. 

WHO WAS “OLD JOHN.” you may well 
ask? Be was the reigning monarch of those 
hilarious and rollicking days when we fostered, 
and garnered a rich harvest from the sealing 
Industry. 

He lived ia Bering Sea and, while there are 
no confirmed details on bis vital statistics, he 
wss a bun seal anywhere from 20 to 3t feet in 
length, played a tantallxing game, inflamed the 
seal hunters, was imiBune Is their taunts, and 
lived off lead bulleta. 

“Old John” was christened by an Irate hunt¬ 
er, who was using the new hanunerless gun, and 
who took a couple of shots at the mammoth seal 
which surfaced nearby. 

Instead of heading from harm's way the seal 
turned and rammed the boat, knocking the 
hunter from his perch on the forward thwart As 
he beaded for the water the hunter said be heard 
hit adversary grunt a cou p l e of times and they 
sounded like “Old John.” 

When the hunter surfaced be watched the 
seal reach over the gunwale of the boat, pick up 
the gun and was about to shoot, when the mecha¬ 
nism puzzled him. 

“It was the first time ‘Old John' bad seen a 
hammerless gun, as It was the first season we 
had used them. Of course John didn't know bow 
to use it,” explained the hunter, when questioned 
la later years. ^

So many hunters bad claimed to have fired 
at the big seal that it-was doubtful n could have 
floated b^ause of the heavy cargo of lead.

This concludes tbe four articles 1 have 
written about the industry which played a 
prominent role in Victor's struggle to 
gain prominence in the business world as 
the IPth century was ending and the 2Mh 
century burst upon us with vigor. 

Tbe sealers, angered at tbe intimMa- 
lion by the United States and Its revenue 
cutters, though heavily outnumbered, 
fought back and finally got Justice and 
played a significant role in saving the seal 
herds on the Pacific and in the Canadian 
government receiving annual payments 
from tbe slaughter of seals on Uie Pribilof 
Islands, witlumt having to wield a club. 

There are many new arrivais in this 
city who never heard of our sealing indus¬ 
try and the hardy men who served in R, and 
this wilL in an abbreviated form, let them 
know what tbe old-timers accomplished. It 
should have brought better recognition 
than that given to other facets of our 
growth. A statue could be erected on the 
Causeway of a slsul-bearted man, wearing 
a cap, sweater and seaboots. with a sea 
otter ia one band and a seal in the other, 
with only the lettering Tbe Sealer, in¬ 
scribed at the foot. Perhaps some writer 
might do a book on him and it wouM likely 
find a ready market. 


seal until one day Tom Brown, who lived in 
Victoria West and, when he quit sealing, sold life 
insurance on our streets, was seeing seals with 
his two crewmen when all were catapulted into 
the icy water. The first thought was that "Uld 
John" had pulled another dirty trick. 

Brown, who was the hunter, had Just shot a 
seal and boated ft and was standing on the 
forward thwart with bis reloaded gun and look¬ 
ing for another seal The weather was calm and 
the boat was sliding along nicely. When Brown 
surfaced be saw bis companions astride their 
boat, which had overturn^. He sought an an 
swer, as first be thought his giui had fired or that 
the ammunition in the boat had exploded. Then 
he saw a large hole ia the centre of the boat, 
under what had been the seat of the buat- 
puller. 

Brown was wearing knee-high seaboots. 
heavy clothing but was able to swim to the boat 
in which he luckily had Installed two air tanks, 
which provided extra buoyancy in such an emer¬ 
gency. The three men clung to the boat and 
looked about in hope of attracting tbe attention of 
another boat off some distance. A haze was 
drifting in, the night was closing in and the water 
was frightfully cold. Luck was with them and 
they were picked up. 

When te men gathered in the warmth of the 
forecastle, they revleared their experience. A 
quiet chap ia a bunk saM that the previous year 
he had survived a similar accident ia which one 
of the men eras killed and tbe boat was cut in two. 
and be had seen a fin do tbe Job. 

THE DISCUSSION turned on a new crea 
ture, which was to become an acrobat and a 
menace to net fishennen on this coast. Someone 
mentioned the "killer whale.” Tbe boat-puller In 
Brown's boat was seated in the middle thwart 
directly above the hole. He said be saw nothing 
and could not say whether it was a tail or a fin 
w hich mi|d>t have done tbe damage. 

Schooners were alerted to the new menace 
and captains were ordered to investigate any 
reports of encounters with “killer whales." 
which were then labelled as ferocious marine 
monsters, which was responsible for the "killer" 
prefix. 

Tbe schooner Ubbie was sealing off the 
Japanese coast when one of its boats, in charge 
of the hunter, George CoUinson. who lived in the 
Active Pass area, and with Jack Bodine as 
boat-puller and Harry Georgeson as steerer, 
both of Victoria, was suddenly struck, ripping 
out tbe bottom and tossing the men into the 
water. 

Treading water the trio recovered the sail 
and secured it over the large hole in the bottom 
of the boat, righted it, and climbed aboard. They

bailfd. but the water came la faster than they 
could bail and the boat became unwIHdly and 
kept turning over. 

Collin-son hung on to the bow to steady it and 
when it turned over, be turned with It. 

On each revolution the other two were 
ihrowd out and when righted scrambled bark in. 
only to be thrown out again. The men's strength 
was being rapidly sappi^ by the coM water and 
the hopelessness of the situation. No boats 
showed to pick them up and before long George 
son lost his hold and began drifting away. 

IN A LAST DESPERATE effort to save him. 
Bodine seized an oar and pushed it towards 
Georgeson. who seized it and held on. However, 
the oar was not able to fully support him and. 
after a couple of rises be dluppeared and when 
the oar surfaced without him it was evident that 
he had perished. 

Bodine was visibly shaken by the dramatic 
end of his companion and moved close to Collin- 
son and muttered he'd soon he following Bodine 
After struggling for another short p^od Bo- 
dine's grip loosened and he was gone. 

Collinson was now like the Ancient Mariner, 
alone, alone on a wide, wide ocean,” but re¬ 
fused to bow to what appeared to be his ultimate 
fate. He regained the centre seat in the boat, got 
out the oars and started rowing, where to he 
hadn't the vaguest idea. 

Just before darkness set hi the schooner 
Libbie. with a light at the masthead and firing 
flares al frequent intervals, in a last search 
before night, came across Collinson. He was 
row ing. without a stitch of clothing on and sitting 
in water up to his waist. He was nearly dead 
from exposure and his reason had gone, but he 
was able to recover quickly after a rest and a 
couple of slugs of rum. 

WHEN NEWS REACHED here that the 
schooner Mfrmaid. commanded by Capt. Wil- 
liam Whitcley. who lived on Yates Street; appo¬ 
site the bid Boys' Central School, had been 
rammed off the Japanese coa.st and had limped 
into Yokohama for repairs mention was made 
that she had been rammed by a whale, which 
raised the question about "Old John” and the 
killers. 

I knew Capt. Whitcley and his family and on 
his return here he gave me details of the mishap, 
which he contend^ would have sent most of his 
crew to Davy Jones' locker had she not been 
practically m‘w and been well constructed. 

Whitcley. who was bom in Labrador, came 
to Victoria around Cape Horn in a schooner of 


the same name, which hr later turned over to his 
brother. Capt. J. J. Whitcley. He returned to 
Nova Scotia and picked up tte Mermaid which 
he sailed to Vkto^ in the record-breaking time 
of IK days. 

On his first trip In Mermaid he was 2U miles 
off the coast of Japan when the glass began 
dropping rapidly. A bowling gale broke and he 
was reaching along under a reefed foresail, 
stay-sail and trysail. ^ 

The lookout called down the companionway 
that there was a sleeping whale dead ahead and 
did anyone want a shot at it. Whiteley didn't 
want any horseplay in such weather and he 
bounded on deck. 

Fifty feet away he saw the whale and im¬ 
mediately ordered the helmsman to "keep her 
off.” As MennaM fell off the whale woke up and 
began to criss-cross the bow. 

Suddenly the whale's tail cracked down on 
MerroaM and knocked the stem off two beams 
and made steering difficult. Whiteley sent the 
mate to check below decks and a top hunter 
.sounded the pumps. No leaks were detected and 
Mermaid had to ride out what seemed like a 
typhoon that night. He nursed the schooner along 
a course for Yokohama, which was reached after 
a four-day struggle. 

CAPTAINS DIDNT like to .spend time in 
Yokohama as it had a bad influence on the crew. 
They had been at sea for a long period and 
welcomed any excitement and whim they got a 
few belts of sake warming their insides, and the 
sight of the cute little gals like "Gold Tooth 
Annie" in their fancy kimonas they were likely 
to lose their heads, as well as whatever money 
t^y could obtain from the captain, who was the 
paymaster. 

They tell the story of Bill McCloud, the 
toughest sealer who ever sailed oat of this port. 
He went ashore in Yokohama and got 
uproariously drunk. Six Japanese policemen fin¬ 
ally subdued bim and sent for his captain, who 
called a sampan and got him back to his schoo¬ 
ner. Unknown to the captain. Bill called another 
sampan and soon was back on tlw streets of 
Yokohama, where he started drinking again. 
The police re-arrested him and lacked him up, 
then sent for the captain again. He found Bill 
walking around like a bear, chained to a stan¬ 
chion in the middle of a room and shackled by 
arms and legs. The captain paid $2 and got his 
release on a promise that be would Mave 
himself. 

Then there was another uprotn' in Yokoha¬ 


ma. when a boat-puller by the name of Joe 
Hansen, and immensely strong, picked up a 
jinrickisha, swung it over his bead, and hurled it 
into a roadway, sj^intering it cMnpletely. 

Daring the gale that had damaged the schoo¬ 
ner be revealed his strength wrben a Ug sea came 
over the rail and broke the lashings on the six 
bunting boats. One boat was jammed agalnsi a 
* -skylight and was in the way of the man at die 
wheel. Joe got under the boat, lifted H on to his 
back and ht^ on to the rail until other seamen- 
could give him a hand. Next the jib-boom carried 
away and he crawled out, wrapped the sail 
around his bead and shoulders, and brought it 
in. 

.MORE NOTICE was Uked of the appear 
ance of “killer whales” in waters closer to home 
and fishermen talked about the way they inter¬ 
fered widi the salmon runs, scaring the fish 
away ffom sports fishermen. It was common to 
bear comments in Saanich Inlet and the Strait of 
Georgia to the effect “The Mack fish are here, no 
use fishing today.” 

Ibe late Dr. Clifford Carl, director of the 
provincial museum, conducted an investigation 
of the “killer” and found the male had a le^h of 
26 feet and the female 26 feet. They were com 
mon around the nearby islands, particniarly off 
the mouth of the Fraser River. Ttey travelM in 
groups from three to 166 and were constantly on 
the move. They broke the surface three times 
between each Mow, which rose from five to 26 
feet. They were armed with 16 to 13 pairs of 
conical teeth, arranged to interlock and they fed 
on seals, sea lions, porpoises, all kinds of 
fish, squids and sea birds. They attacked the 
biggest whales, ivhich have no defence against 
wolf-pack tactics. He said there were no autben 
tic records of them attackng humans, but said it 
would be unwise to provde them arith an opportu 
nity. He admired their acrobatir feats, ability to 
stand on their tails and flap their tails vigorously 
on the surface. 

I CAN TESTIFY to their terrifying Uctics 
when attacking a huge whale. I was maUag a 
trip north in 1612 on the Grand Trunk Pacific 
steamer Prince Rupert, then commanded by the 
delightful Capt. Barney Johnson, who was later 
to be assign^ to the submarines the British 
Columbia government bought to defend Victoria 
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minutes. Whip in small mixer b<i«rl until .stiff.

Old Fox Jem Wright 

... always left them laughing 


An amusing character, it 
w a.« said of James Wright. 115 

K 

year8 ago. 

This "veritable son of the 
Emerald Isle’s” first recorded 
appearance in the Victoria po¬ 
lice court occurred on May 28. 
1863, after he had fallen into 
a ravine. 

Jem had been hauled to safely b> pavsersbv. 
who had rushed him to (he hospital where Dr. 
Helmeken. unable to find anything wrong with 
him. had ordered his discharge. 

Then, adding insult to injury, Sgt. HHI had 
arrested him as a rogue and a vagabond (a 
common charge in that colorful era. particulaiiy 
in Victoria, whose characters were legion). The 
following day, Hill informed the magistrate that 
Wright was an idle, drunken, worthless charac¬ 
ter who would not work, and who had appeared 
several limes in police court. 

THE TRIAL had got off to a slow start with 
Wright's declaration that, as a result of his fall, 
he could not walk into the courtroom and would 
have to be carried. This. Hill had refused, and 
had ordered him to march forth with the 
assistance of a constable. After some time. Jem. 
protesting bitterly all the while, bad painfully 
made hLs way into (he arena. Compleiely dou¬ 
bled up and leaning heavily on the policeman's 
arm. he-had wailed loudly as he shuffled to the 
dock. 

Once in the dock, he had leaned forward and 
user the rail until his face was shielded from the 
view of the magistrate. Only then was Sgt. Hill 
able to read the charge and Pemberton asked if 
the prisoner had anything to say. 

.Suddenly Jem stood bolt upright, crfppling 
injuries forgotten. With the eloquence and enihu 
siasm (if not the grammar) of John Philpot 
Curran, the Irish statesman, he depicted in 
"fluent language" the various occupations he 
had followed in recent months, and claimed that 
he had suffered severe spinal injuries after 
falling "thlr-rty-seven feet into the ravine." 
only to be cruelly neglected at (he. hospital In 
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fact, the "tratement was sich that (I) would 
rather die In the prison than have to submit to it 
again." Dr. Helmeken, he wailed, "has a spile 
against me, yer Honor, I was there once before 
and be remembered me the moment he saw 
me." 

TO THE LAUGHTER of the court, he plead¬ 
ed with Pemberton: "If ye will axe the ^ficer 
who picked me up to come farward. he will tell 
ye. that it was only by the mercy of Providence 
that I fell between two of the posts and was 
not kilt outright. 1 was insinsible for several 
hours until I came to my sinses . .." 

Supt. Smith interjected that Wright had re¬ 
peatedly been' brought before the magistrate, 
often two and three times in a week. Jem was in¬ 
censed by this slur on bis honor: “Not as often as 
that, the books will spake for themselves! There

was a dhrunken man fell off a bridge the other 
day at Nanaimo and was kilt; and because 1 
come here and am not dead, therefore I am 
not hurr-t." 

Jem’s protest served only to provoke more 
laughter. Pemberton, who had listened patient¬ 
ly, ordered that Wright be remanded a day. that 
he might be examined by the medical officer. 
Jem thanked him profusely, expressed the 
hope that the "docther" would come soon — and 
promptly doubled over in pain. The obliging 
constable then bad to escort him from the room 
as he had earlier helped him to the dock. 

Just as Wright made it to the door, an 
identified cad stepped forward and dekver- 
ed, in the words of a flighted reporter, a “slight 
impetus from behind." As all present doubled up 
la laughter, Jem straighten^, turned around 
and gave his assailant a look of outrage. 

THE NEXT DAY the ailing Wright returned 
to the courtroom, still professing to be in pain. 
This time he handed the bench a dirty slip of 
paper which signified proof of employment in 
Port Ludlow, W. T. Pemberton a^ed him if 
he was up to boarding the steamer Eliza Ander¬ 
son for I^get Sound. Replied Jem: “How can 1. 
yer Honor? I may be a cripple for life, from the 
state of me back.” 

Pemberton informed him that the medical 
officer had advised that he be detained a couple 
of da.vs. ’”rhal’s just what I want.” said Jem. 


"Then 1 give you what you want." said Pember 
ton. and remanded Wm for two days. Wright 
bowed to the court — at least as much of a 
bow as his infirmities would allow. He was then 
removed "with an evident leer of satisfaction 
beaming in his haggard countenance” 

Two days later, the Colonist tersely noted 
“James Wright — This individual, who considers 
himself ill-used because we described him as 
an Irishman, was again brought up before Mr 
Pemberton yesterday and remanded to this 
morning.” 

JEM’S DAY-LONG remand stretched into a 
week. When at last he faced Pemberton his 
appearance seemed to verify his claims of an in¬ 
jury, although an uncharitable police reporter 
speculated whethe^is condition was the result 
of his fall or other, unspecified causes. 

Again. Wright swore that he was an invalid, 
that he had not moved from his bed. could 
not sit up and was unable to walk. 

Pemberton, always a soft touch, informed 
him that the offence with which he was charged 
could earn a sentence of hard labor, but said that 
he did wish to press the charge against him. The 
Bastion Square police barracks, he concluded, 
were not intend^ to serve as a pour-hotgie but 
he did not have the heart to turn Jem out into (he 
street: he remanded him for three more days, in 
hopes that he might recover. 

For a fifth time, Wright fared Pemberton, 
who kindly asked him how he felt. Grinning. Jem 
replied that the medicine and treatments pre¬ 
scribed by the doctor had indeed helped his back 
and that hr looked forward to being able to 
indulge in wholesome exercise. He then fur¬ 
nished the bench with a financial statement. This 
showed that, upon his being paid for some 
work done on the damaged .ship Rosedale. he 
would have a.ssets valu^ at a dollar, which 
would be "most acceptable." 

“Are you able to walk?” asked Pemberton 

“I'll gel a stick, yer Honor and try, and if I 
can't walk I must sit down.” Jem replied, as an 
unsympathetic titter ascended from the gal 
lery. 

“I have no wish to punish you." the magis 
(rate concluded, “and will not press the case H 
.vou are able to leave the court." 

JEM’S PROFERRED release had an instan¬ 
taneous effect upon his condition. With a wide 
smile, he gushed. “Yer Warship. 1 fell Jl feel 
high! Uic officer said, if you had only heard him. 
that it look half an hour to extract me from me 
perrihnis position (in the ravine).’’ 

.Someone handed him a stick and Pemberton 
told him to show the court what he could do. Jem 
look firm hold of tl^cane. fell his back once.

Hice, to satisfy himself that his spinal vertebrae 
Acre in their proper places, gave a deep sigh, 
ind hobbled forward two steps. This was enough 
o .sati.sfy Pemberton, who remarked that exer- 
ise was all he neetM to ease his Joints, and 
li.srharged him. Jem thanked him and promised 
hat the court would not be troubled by his 
jrcscnce again. 

Jem's vow of good behavior seems to have 
H-cn sincere, as his next joust with the law 
K'curred late in 18(5. That November, Sgt. Kar- 
ell charged him with being a rogue, a vagabond, 
ind an idle and dastardly persoo. Farrell testi- 
icd Ihal he had arrest^ Wright on Johnson 
street at M o'clock Saturday night. Wright, be 
.aM. was on the sidewalk, having been released 
mm jail but four hours earlier, and was without 
. islbile means of support. 

Jem was indignant: “lhave been at work on 
hf Emily Harris and on a schooner; I hare 
.isibile means of support (showing some silver 
-oins); I will appeal to yer Honor for a character 
i reference), you have known me for eight 

• cars.” (Lau^ter). 

PEMBERTON, UNMOVED, ordered him to 
'ind three sureties, one of $100, and two of $50 
.<ach. to be of good behavior for six months. 

"You might as well send me to prison for 20 

• cars!'' cried Jem. "I expect to get work in a 
.hort time.” 

Ever accommodating, Pemberton agn-ed to 
liter the sureties in sneh a way that they would 
iot cripple Jem's income if he found work. 

This time, Jem, who must have come up with 
he sureties, behaved himself for all of If 
'nonths. It was not until February, 18(7, that he 
igain graced the dock, this time charged with 
he reprehensible crime of selling whisky to 
Indians. Previously, his greatest sin was public 
irunkenness. 

The James Wright who faced the magistrate 
his time was described as an "IncoiTigible old 

• agrant," officers Taylor and Absom have testi- 
'ied to catching him ir. the act of selling a can of 
iquor to an Indian. 

Jem, with all his fractured eloquence, de- 
sied the charge, pleaded not guilty and, to the 
delight of the galleries, indignantly drolared; 
There was piraty nwre whisky sellers there 
who might have given it to the Indian.” 

A.S USUAL, Jem gave something in the 
order of a speech and “begged to ax” the 
arresting officers several questions. All his talk, 
however, was in vain and he was sentenced to 
the chain gang for three months. (One can only 
conclude that he had fully recovered from his 
bark injury of old). On his way to the cell Mock. 
Jem wiped a tear from his eye, although a 
newspaper reporter thought that be was secretly 
plea'^ to have his wants attended to by the 
crown for the next 90 days. 

Three months and three weeks later. Jem. 
who has been convicted before Mr. Pcmbeiion 
of succumbing to his weakness more times than 
hr has hairs on his head,” was fined five shillings 
for being too demonstrative in the celebration of 
Her Majesty's birthday. 

In Augu.st. 1867, he again faced a charge of 
b<M>llcgging. An exasperated magistrate de¬ 
manded to know if he was guilty.

IN IK2. THE ATHLETICS became the Class 
A Tyees. By mid year, Barrett was replaced by 
Bob Sturgeon as player-coach. Cec Garriott was 
manager. 

Prior had been signed as home game pitch¬ 
er. That was the year that he really estab¬ 
lished himself both as a starting and relief 
pitcher. On Aug. 18, he threw a brilliant shutout, 
2-8, his first before the home crowd. 

Late in Augast, the Tyees cinched first place 
and the pennant, (in front of 326 fans,) with six 
games still to go. 

The players showed evident relief that the 
pennant was now definitely theirs, but tho.se 
ever-pre.sent financial burdens still caused post¬ 
game gloom. Chib officials were hoping for 
better weather so that they could wind up 
with bigger crowds for the remaining games. 

Six games later and for the first time, a W'lL 
CHAMPIONS peimant fluttered from the centre 
field flagpole at Royal Athletic Park. It had 
bi'en a curious year for the Tyees; from virtual 
bankruptcy with a collection of pickups, includ¬ 
ing the first Mack ball players, the team 
went on to provide fine entertainment for the 
fans, brought priceless puMicity to Victoria, 
paid off $10,080 in old debts, but was still fared 
with money trouble.

hunger, four negotiable cheques that will make 
his idle momenta less worrisome. knHted socks 
to keep bis feet warm and an eight-inch repHca 
of the one that gat away.” 

He then demonstrated his appreciation by 
slopping the Tyee skid with a win over the 
Calgary Stampeders. However, the box office 
malnutrition continued. Gloom spreaders were 
now predicting not only the end of the Tyees, but 
the WIL as wMI. 

By mid-seasonof 18M, the number of paying 
fans had dropped so sharply that it was evident, 
the club could not support fPself any longer. On 
Thursday night, Aug. S, the ball slapped into the 
first baseman's glove and the Salem runner 
was out. Bill Prior strolled in from the mound.

Please shed a few tears with me 
as you read: "The splendid new 
steamer for the coast service — 
took to the saK waters In Esquimau 
hafbor, at the Bullen yards — a 
lasting monument to the skill of the 
designers. 

"The beautiful hull was released 
from the cradle by the firm hand of 
Mrs. W. Fitzberhert Bullen. who, 
breaking a bottle of champagne 
festooned with streamers of white 
and red upon her bow, christened 
her Prlaqg^ Beatrice.

Old Fox Jem Wright 


ibn'*' monihs. if Ih< was not out of the city within 
a w eek. Nevdlt-s.s to say. Jem had no intention of 
forsaking Victorian hmpitality, but whether he 
paid the fine or served the lime, we cannot say. 

Within four months Jem was charged with 
has ing stolen a 3Q-pound Mock of tobacco from 
L. .Malatesla's Johnson Street store. As ever, 
Jem had a ready reply. He was walking along 
Johnson, he said, when he noticed two Indians, 
one of whom was carrying the tobacco. The men. 
who had been drinking, began to fight and the 
tobacco felt to the sidewalk. 

The scuffle ended quickly and the pair stag¬ 
gered off. leasing the tobacco. Jem, a public- 
spirited citizen if ever there was one, simply 
picked it up and was in the act of taking it to the 
polirr station when arrested. The magistrate 
deemed his excuse a plausible one, dismissed the 
charge, ordered the tobacco returned to its 
owner — and warned Jem not to witness any¬ 
more Indian fights. 

A year and a half after, Jem was bark in 
court — in the unaectiatomed role of prosecutor, 
having filed a complaint of a.ssault against 
Thomas While, the barkeeper of the Prince of 
Wales Saloon. Erroneously identified in tbe 
Cokmtst as Thomas Wright, Jem was described 
as being 'origina l and l Ulapidated.” 

WHITE TESTIFIED that he had thrown 
Jem from the saloon after the latter bad al.- 
lacked him with longue and fists when refused a 
bottle of beer for a "bit.” Jem not only lost Ms 
rase but was convicted of assaulting White, and 
fined $10 or It days. 

Apparently he paid the fine as. only four 
days later, he returned to the courtroom in his 
usual capacity as a prisoner on a charge of drunk 
and disorderly. He was given tbe choice of five 
shillings or six hours imprisonment; Jem chose 
the pokey. 


By 1872 Jem was beyond redemption, his 
career as a bootlegger to Indians so established 
that he had become known as the Old Fox, and 
King Whisky. 

Charged In April with having sold a bottle of 
tanglefoot to an Indian for iO cents, Jem protest¬ 
ed is innocence with all^the earnestness and 


in Itlt from the advancing German fleet which 
broke out of Tsingtac, China, when war was 
declared.

days of tbe sealers, we now regard them as 
lovable creatures and pay moaey to'see them 
perform in paab alt over the country.

Just recall the recent battle ta save Miracle at 
Oak Bay Marina. Wounded by a rifle bullet and 
with an infectioa from the wound. speciaHstx 
fought a winning battle to restore it to health, 
then buih a new pool for it all in hope of having a 
new acrobat to attract spectators. 

The killer is something like a circus lioo or 
tiger, keep H well fed and H will behave itself.

"Miss Dolly Sehl opened the sec¬ 
ond half of the program with a 
skirt-dance, which was executed 
with the ease and dexterity of a Loie 
Fuller. (Who was Loie Fuller? 
Nes-er heard of her.) 

"Also on the second half was the 
light musical comedy Penelope, or 
The Are* Belle, were Miss Emma 
Sehl. Miss Josephine Colquhoun, 
Ray Worlock, Frank Sehl and Nor¬ 
man Hardie.” 

(The Institute Hall was on the ^ 
north side of View, next to the 
Bishop's residence of SL Andrew's 
Cathedral. While the present cath- 
dral was being built in the late 18 Ws 
masses and other services were 
held in Institute UalL. 

(I'm not quite sure why the 
name institute — 1 think it had 
something to do with the Young 
Men's Institute of tbe Cathedral.)

S.S PRINCESS VICTORIA was 
new in 1903 and was setting speed 
records, with Capt. Geoge R^lin 
on the bridge. 

She was a beauty — the Princess 
Victoria — sleek and luxurious — 
and Puget Sound, Alaska and tbe 
British Columbia coast was in love 
with her. 

On one of her first voyages she 
carried from Vancouver to Victoria 
the influential British Parliamen¬ 
tary Party, under the guidance of 
Lori Lyveden. 

That trip the Vletorl* set a speed 
record between Victoria and Van¬ 
couver which was never broken — 
three hours and 31 minutes. 

The Colonist noted this impor¬ 
tant visit: "Placing themselves 
under the leadership of Mr. H. Dal¬ 
las Helmcken, the visitors from the 
Mother of Parliaments dt Westmin¬ 
ster spent several hours going over 
the legislative buildings, while their 
genial cicerone explained every¬ 
thing to them and introduced them 
to our equally genial premier, the 
Hon. Richard McBride. 

"Mr. Helmcken's efforts to ener- 
tain the group were warmly appre¬ 


ciated. and Mrs.Helmcken had red 
and yellow roses for all the male 
buttonholes. 

"Mr. Charles' Hawyard. ex¬ 
mayor of Victoria, and now presi¬ 
dent of the Tourist A.ssociati<m, took 
the party out driving along tbe wa¬ 
terfront and through the Park, and 
everyone was loud In praise of Vic¬ 
toria’s attracUons, especially 
Mount Baker, which was standing 
out boldly in all its majestic glory. 

“In the evening the party dined 
at Government House arith Lieuten¬ 
ant-Governor Sir Henri Joly de Lot- 
biniere, and expressed themselves 
as delighted with that eonrtly 
gentleman's warm hospitality.” 

The party returned to Vancou¬ 
ver in Princesa Victoria, and next 
evening Capt. Rudlin dropped dead 
aboard tbt vessel at her Vancou¬ 
ver dock. There was widespread 
shock and much genuine mourn¬ 
ing.

IN lin A LARGE party of Wash¬ 
ington State newspaper people 
came to Victoria for a three-day 
convention. 

They were given the full treat¬ 
ment, Lieutenant-Governor Sir 
Henri. Premier McBride and 
Mayor A. J. McCandless doing the 
honors. 

There werd many speeches of 
brotherly-love-over-tbe-boider — 
all the well-known talk about the 
longest undefended border any¬ 
where in the whole wide world, and 
all that. 

When they went home .some of 
the editors told their impressions to 
their readers. 

The Whatcom Reveille said: 
"Throughout the stay of the Ameri¬ 
cans in the capital of British Co¬ 
lumbia the treatment accorded 
them could not have been im¬ 
proved. 

“The friendly relations existing 
between these neighboring peoples, 
under two different flags, were 
strengthened in no inconsiderable 
degree. 


"It has resulted in a better un¬ 
derstanding of the ways and mo¬ 
tives of the neighboring British .sub¬ 
jects, and a consequent fuller ap- 
preciatkn of their many merits, 
which we did not realize before. 

"The visitors did not fail to ex¬ 
press their admiratioo for many of 
the characteristics of the British 
and Canadians, for there are both 
there, though the British say people 
calling themselves Canadian are 
British also. 

“People north of the border are 
unquestionably slower-goiog and 
less st re nuous than our people: 
theirs is a slowness bom of method 
and conservatism, and not lack of 
energy, and though their progress 
seems not as rapid as ours, they are 
coming along very nicely, and en¬ 
joying life as they go. 

“We found they have a great 
deal of admiratioo for (heir Ameri¬ 
can neighbors, with their aggres¬ 
sive and strenuous characteristics. 

“Where our two peoples are well 
acquainted arith ea^ others' peci^ 
Uarities, and understand theni. 
there is less room for prejudice: and 
in tbe settlement of such interna¬ 
tional questions as are bound to 
arise between neighbors, complete 
understanding is necessary. 

“We are really one North 
American people if we will allow 
ourselves to ^ rid of our preju¬ 
dices.'' 

Tbe Yakima Deaaocrat opined: 
“Victoria is a most interesting, as 
well as a very beautiful city, and 
arell deserves the reputatioo it has 
tor being what it is, the Paradise of 
the Tourist. 

"The city itself is a marvel of 
cleanliness, as compared with 
many of our American towns, and 
everywhere one sees order and sys¬ 
tem. 

“True, it Is very much of an 
English seaside town as compared 
with other cities of (he Dominioo, 
but that fact doubtless makes of it a 
more desirable place of residence 


for the average American, and 
there are many there. 

“It is interesting to note that the 
wives of two immediate pa.st pre¬ 
miers — Hon. James Dwmuir, 
and Hon. E. G. Prior are American 
ladies of great charm and gracious 
ness, and Mr. Dutismuir himself is 
Am^can horn. 

“Victoria Is a efty of beautiful 
homes, many of whM are of pals 
lial proportions, surrounded by 
grou^ that bring joy to (he hearts 
of landcape gardeners all across 
the globe. 

"Nearly everything one sees, in 
fact, in Vkioria, and its environs is 
most agreeable to the eye, and is 
standing evidence of the cuKurr 
and refinement of the people of the 
British Oolnrabia'capital. 

"Oor EagUshl friends over the 
border perhaps, do not accomplish 
ao much in a day as Amertcans: 
ttey may not accumulate fortunes 
so quickly, but they keep the health 
and their nerves unimpaired, so 
that when the time for retirement 
comes, they settle down and enjoy 
Ufe more than we do.”

At leaat UO foreat firea 
were reported burning 
throughout B.C. Saturday In 
what appeared to be the 
worat outbreak In yeara. 

A dry lightning alorm per- 
formed a fiery dance of de- 
atruetkm over much of B.C. 
Friday, touching off a new 
aerlea of blazea on top of 
those already burning. 

The storm has created a 
"very serious fire situation" 
In the province, Don Owen, 
director of the forest protec¬ 
tion division of the B.C. 
Foreat Service, said In Vic- 
loria Saturday. As a result, a 
total ban on campfires has 
been Imposed in the prov¬ 
ince. 

The long-range forecast 
can only add to the agony of 
firefighters. It calls for clear 
or partlally-cloudy skies—but 
no rain—for at least another 
week. The last significant 
rainfall in the province was 
recorded on July 26. 

And more dry-lightning 
strikes were expect^ over¬ 
night. 

"It has been difficult to es¬ 
timate the size of some of the 
fires because of smoke palls 
from fires already burning." 
Owen said. "But between 373 
and -too new fires were re¬ 
ported (Friday). With the 200 
burning prior to the lightning 
storm, the total number of 
fires now burning in B.C. it 
about 000.” 

The Vancouver Forest Dis¬ 
trict. which includes Vancou¬ 
ver Island, was fortunate as 
It escaped the brunt of the 
lighming storm. Owen said. 

The Vancouver Forest Dis¬ 
trict office in Vancouver esti¬ 
mates that about 23 fires are 
burning oti Vancouver is¬ 
land. 

The most serious fire on the 
Island covers approximately 
2,000 acres on Mount 
Moiiaiity at the headwaters 
of Englishman River, about. 
13 kilometres southwest of 
Parksville. 

The fire, which has been 
burning for several days, is 
the only fire of consequence 
on Vancouver Island. “The

Their engine has 
a iaser heartbeat

Three Canadian scientists—one a L'niver- 
sity of Victoria physicist—have successfully 
fired up the first engine ignited by a la.ser 
beam. 

Dr. R. M. (Monly) Clements, who special¬ 
izes in the study of high-temperature charged 
gases at UVIc, discu.ssed Ihe latest research 
by Cniverslty of Alberta colleagues Drs. 
Peter Smy and Doug Dale and himself in a 
Cofonfst Interview last week. 

While the laser-ignited internal combus¬ 
tion engine, being rather unwieldy, may 
never lake Ihe road in tbe foreseeable future. 
II is an “extremely uaeful” tool in research 
into engine mechanics, Clements said. 

**A LASER BEAM can be focused to vari¬ 
ous points In the combustion chamber, giving 
us a chance to study firing and burning effi¬ 
ciency,” he said. 

Tbe carbon-dioxide laser "plug” was fo- 
eu-sed by a lens through a window made of 
zinc selenide Into the single-cylinder com¬ 
bustion chamber of a scientific research 
engine equipped with all kinds of monitoring 
equipment. 

It provides a "spark” at the focusing point 


as hot as 100.000 degrees Celsius. w;hlch 
lasts only 300 billionths of a second. 

The duration is only about 1-I.OOOlb as long 
as that of an ordinary spark plug, but the 
temperature is far higher, giving an engine 
the capability of running on an air-fuel 
mixture using less than half as much fuel for 
each gulp of air as your average streel 
machine. 

WHILE THE AVERAGE aulumobile en 
gine runs on a fuel-air ratio of aboul II to I. 
Ihe laser-fired engine didn't quit until Ihe 
ratio was Increased lo 27.8 to I. Clemenis 
said. 

It offered a reasonable tradeoff in power, 
fuel efficiency and emissions while running 
on a ratio of between 21 Ui I and 24 to I. 

Focussing tbe laser pulse Into the centre of 
the combustion chamber was found to im¬ 
prove Ignition, while points nearer the cylin¬ 
der walls showed the hampering effect of 
cooler temperatures and poor spark position 
in relationship to tbe cylindrical shape of the 
combustion chamber. 

Other retearch revealed that since Ihe 
laser pulse ignited the gasoline-air mix¬ 
ture much faster than a conventional spark 
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from plasmajet plag at top

They’re nimble, easy on gas 
and can serve as second car

The first thing you no¬ 
tice Is thet people smile i 
lot St you. 

Especially those sitting 
on big, fat. power-packed 
motorcycles. 

IT SEEMS to you that a 
guy propped up on a 
moped la considered 
prime time entertain 
ment. 

And you've got to admit 
that the precocious putt- 
putt of a little M cubic- 
centimetre engine next to 
the deep purring of a 1.200 
cc Harley Davidson 
sounds a little like a lawn 
mower compared to a 747 
Jet. 

But you ve a few aces 
up your sleeve. First of 
all. at a top speed of 30 
miles or 48 km an hour, 
you're less likely to ex¬ 
pire on the road. 

AND WHEN you turn 
Into a service station and 
say; “Fill 'er up.” the 
most you have to part 
with is about SO cents. 

And therein lies the at¬ 
traction of the moped, the 
motorized bicycle that 
took Europe by storm 2S 
years ago. 

It had been all of 20 
years since 1 last sat on a 
moped, when Brian 
Small, manager of the 
Greater Victoria Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce phoned 
to ask me if I wanted 
to drive one for a week. 

lie said there was a 
chap in town, Neil Patter¬ 
son, who rented them to 
the public.

The last time I had 
driven one of these things 
was back home in Got- 
many at a time when you 
had to deposit an arm and 
a leg If you wanted to buy 
a car.

McElroy says he win 
also recommend that 
mopeds be allowed to 
park free of cbar^ In city 
parkades. Just like bicy¬ 
cles. 

SMALL SAYS riding a 
moped is like a lesson in 
defensive driving. 

"Quite often motorists 
don't see you coming and 
you always have to be 
prepared to stop or take 
evasive action. Because 


when you're on a moped, 
you don't argue with a 
car or a truck,” he says. 

As for Patterson, he's 
convinced the moped Is 
Ihe answer to just about 
every problem. He would 
like to see the city co¬ 
vered curb-to-curb with 
Ihe little putt-putts. 

True, being in Ihe busi¬ 
ness of renting them he 
can be considered some¬ 
what biased, but Patter¬ 
son does have a few good 
points. 

He says mopeds are in¬ 
expensive to buy, cheap 
to operate and cause 
much less damage to 
roads than cars. 

He says because 
mopeds don't take up 
much room, a lot more 
people can be moved on 
the Streets. 

He says mopeds are 


also great for young kids, 
because no motorcycle li¬ 
cence is needed to oper¬ 
ate a moped. 

AND MOST importanl. 
because they don't go 
very fast (48 miles going 
with the wind downhill), 
fewer people would be 
killed In traffic. 

Right now, Patterson 
rents his units mostly to 
tourists, but he's thinking 
of starting an overnight 
rental which would en¬ 
able people working in 
town to go home on a 
moped after work and 
bring it back In the morn¬ 
ing. 

AFTER RIDING a 
moped for a week. I can 
honestly say Ihe advan¬ 
tages far outweigh the 
disadvantages. And there 
are some drawbacks. 

The lack of power 


makes for a slow pickup' 
which is bad at intersec¬ 
tions. especially when the 
vehicle right behind you 
is big Mack truck. 

The helmet, which 
must be worn when driv¬ 
ing. can be a bother, not 
so much when you're 
wearing it as when you 
walk around town after 
you have parked your 
moped. You've got to 
carry that stupid helmet 
everywhere, b^ause you 
can't chain it to the 
moped. 

And. of course, there 
are rainy days when 
riding a moped is Just 
about Ihe last thing you 
would like to do. 

But on the whole, a 
moped seems to be a 
valid alternative to Ihe 
second car. 

And it costs much less. 


Cowichan wait 

Estuary 

fighters 

anxious

DLNCAN - Delay by the 
provincial government's 
Cowichan Estuary Task 
Force in presenting Its find- . 
ings to the public is being met 
with some concern and gen¬ 
erally mixed feelings by local 
environmentalists. 

Most of tbe environmenta¬ 
lists contacted felt tbe delay 
could be a good thing if it led 
to a more detailed technical 
study of the situation. 

On the other hand, they 
said. It could be bad if the 
delay was a stall for political 
reasons. 

Originally the task force 
was to have presented Its 
findings on June 31. 

However. Aid. Graham 
Bruce, North Cowieban's rep¬ 
resentative on the task force, 
announced last week that the 
Msk force would not be meet¬ 
ing with the government's 
Environment and Land Use 
Committee Secretariat 
(ELUC) to present "their 
preliminary report" until this 
Wethiesday. 

Cowichan Estuary Preser¬ 
vation Society president 
George Croy thought that the 
delay could be a good thing, 
"because this would only In¬ 
dicate that the task force had 
more time to do an In-depth 
study.” 

Croy added that he would 
be "in favor of the task force 
having still further time, be¬ 
cause the brief presented to 
the task force by the Cowi- 
eban Conservation Coalition 
oullloed tbe time that should 
be taken to do a technical 
study." 

The Cowichan Conserva¬ 
tion Coalition is a group com¬ 
posed mostly of professional 
foresters, biologists and 
economists. 

Croy said the brief's pur¬ 
pose was to point out that 
sufficient time had not been 
allowed the task force mem¬ 
bers to conduct a serious, in- 
depth technical study. 

“Tbe original lime of two 
months allowed Ihe task 
force months was certainly 
not sufficient," he pointed 
out. 


Islander takes B.C. Hydro to task

QUALICCM BEACH — 
B.C. Hydro forecasts a dou¬ 
bling of power requirements 
on Vancouver Island by the 
mid-IIMOs. To cover this anti¬ 
cipated demand the company 
is considering bringing power 
from Cheekeye near Squa- 
niisb to Vancouver Island by 
a jd8-kllovolt line. 

Three possible routes for 
these lines, partly under¬ 
water, have been mapped 
out. One route, over Lasqueli 
Island to French Creek be¬ 
tween Quallcum and Parks- 
ville. has met with consider¬ 
able opposition from 
residents of Lasqueli and 
from the French Creek Resi¬ 
dents Association. 

Engineer Jim Cochrane, 
who has a considerable 
knowledge of electrical 
power requirements and 
transmission, has been ap¬ 
pointed by tbe resident asso¬ 
ciation to gather information 
on Vancouver Island power 
requirements and how they 
can be met. 

The association is strongly 


opposed to overhead power 
lines being strung across 
French Creek. Cochrane said 
it would be necessary to cut 
a swath of trees about 408 feel 
w ide lor the giant towers and 
power cables. 

Cochrane has done a great 
deal of research and has 
drawn up a set of figures to 
show B.C. Hydro's estimates 
of power needs are greatly 
exaggerated. At present the 
peak load on Vancouver Is¬ 
land is 1,130 megawatts with 
m average load of H48 MW. 

In IMS to 1986, B.C. Hydro 
estimates a 2,108 peakload 
based on an 8.1-per-cent an¬ 
nual increase in power con¬ 
sumption. 

These estimates were 
worked out five to six years 
ago. Now there is a move to 
energy conservation and peo¬ 
ple are try ing to cut down on 
power consumption because 
of rapidly-increasing coat. 

Bearing this in mind and 
using B.C. Hydro figures, 
Cochrane has shown the elec¬ 
trical power demand for Van¬ 
couver Island will be much 
lower than the company's es¬ 
timates. 


He said: "B.C Hydro in its 
load growth projections is 
now using a 3.3-per-cenl an¬ 
nual load growth. The com¬ 
pany projected on the basis of 
an 8.1-per-cent annual in¬ 
crease w hen tbe project was 
planned In 1972 to 1973. de¬ 
creased this to seven per cent 
In 1973 and six per cent in 
1977. By extrapolating these 
figures. I have estimated that 
load growth could reach four 
per cent in 1981 and three per 
cent In 1984. 

"Such extrapolation Is sub- 
nect to error, but there Is no 
doubt that Ihe trend is toward 
decreasing household usage 
of electrical power.” 

Demand for power fluctu¬ 
ates, with a peak load usually 
between 4 p.m. and 7 p.m. 
Cochrane maintains that If 
this peak could be reduced. 
Vancouver Island would need 
appreciably less electrical 
power reserves. 

Vancouver Island pulp 
mills are large consumers of 
electricity. With some finan¬ 
cial backing from Hydro, ad¬ 
justments could be made to 
reduce their.need for power 
in the peak periods. 


Cochrane said: "L'p to 138 
MW would be available if all 
three groundwood mills shut 
down completely, and some¬ 
what leas if only partial shut¬ 
down occurred. I would esti¬ 
mate that for a small fracHon 
of the transmission line coat, 
Ihe newsprint mills could in¬ 
stall equipment to balance 
much of Ihe suppertime 
power peak."” 

Other steps could be taken 
to cut back peak loads. 
Cochrane said: "I understand 
that in Japan load Ibvelling is 
controlled to the extent that 
no home hot water electric 
heating Is allowed except 
during the period of 12 mid¬ 
night to 8 a.m. This means 
that Japanese households 
must rigidly conseve hot 
water during the day.” 

Cochrane added: "Neither 
B.C. Hydro nor the public In 
B.C. would want such a con¬ 
trol placed on the currently- 
installed home units. How¬ 
ever, with some financial in¬ 
ducement. I would be quite 
willing to install a larger hot 
water lank and to make sure 
that dishes and clothes were 


not washed during the peak 
period.” 

Cochrane believes the in¬ 
creased electric power re¬ 
quirements in Ihe coming 
decade will be well below 
B.C. Hydro's estimates. He 
also believes Ihe Increased 
requirements that will occur 
can be met without laying Ihe 
300-KV lines from Cheekeye 
at a cost of approximately 
half a billion dollars. 

He said: "I think this is an 
awful waste of taxpayers' 
money. We need a taxpayers' 
revolt group.” 

Cochrane said the govern¬ 
ment has lost control of B.C. 
Hydro and should establish 
an independent inquiry to dis¬ 
cover exactly what power re¬ 
quirements the province will 
have in the foreseeable fu¬ 
ture. 

Cochrane is a man of action 
and as part of his campaign 
against the 380-KV line, he 
wrote to Premier Bennett 
stating his case against the 
lines. In Ihe letter he said: “I 
suggest to you that while B.C. 
Hydro had a reasonable case 
for their powcrilnes In the 


early '76s. Ihe validity of 
their reasoning has steadily 
diminished. At the present I 
believe that the project Is 
sery unsound economic¬ 
ally." 

In Ihe conclusion to tbe let¬ 
ter Cochrane said: "I am 
asking that you conduct an 
analysis, independent of B.C. 
Hydro, which would reassess 
the Justificatioo fo tbe Chee- 
keye-lo-DunsmuIr 380-KV 
transmission line. A great 
deal of public money and the 
concerns of a large number of 
B.C. citizens are. I hope, suf¬ 
ficient reasons for your 
direct Interest.” 

Power requirements on 
Vancouver Island will In¬ 
crease and Cochrane believes 
new sources of Knerating ca¬ 
pacity can be developed and 
would be adequate if another 
300-MV are required and not 
2,200 as B.C. Hydro predicts. 

Tbe pulp mills could gen¬ 
erate more electricity and 
there still remains some 
more generating capacity on 
the Island. Cochrane said a 
large quantity of coal is 


available on Vancouver Is¬ 
land and be has been told 
B.C. Hydro considered a big 
power station at Dunsmuir 
near Quallcum Beach, using 
either Vancouver Island coal 
or coal from mines at Hat 
Creek. 

If these sources of addition¬ 
al power are not adequate 
after being developed, 
Cochrane said additional 
power could be brought over 
from Ihe mainland, but it 
would not be necessary to lay 
the half a billion dollars' 
worth of cables that B.C. 
Hydro is proposing. Less 
power would be ne^ed so 
smaller cables would suf¬ 
fice. 

Cochradb expects a decl- 
sioi) will be made In tbe very 
nedr future on provision of 
Vancouver Island power re¬ 
quirements and be sees a 
great urgency for individuals 
and groups to pressure the 
government Into reviewing 
the future needs and prevent¬ 
ing B.C. Hydro making a firm 
commitment this summer for 
an “enormously expensive 
project.” 


“I feel this Is not a delay, 
becau.se It Is not holding any¬ 
one up.” 

Southend Ratepayer Asso¬ 
ciation president Brian Cur¬ 
rie said: "If the delay is be¬ 
cause the task force hasn't 
had adequate time to com¬ 
plete the technical part of 
their analysis, then this is 
good. 

"On the other hand, if the 
delay is for other reasons or¬ 
chestrated behind the scenes 
for political purposes, then 
this is not very desirable.” 

Fish and wildlife organiza¬ 
tions were also very con¬ 
cerned. 

Ed Mankelow, federation 
past president and co-worker 
with former B.C. Liberal 
leader David Anderson on 
tbeir brief presented to the 
task force, said he also had 
"mixed feelings” concerning 
Ihe delay. 

He said: "I would like to see 
an end to this thing (the task 
force report) but I would also 
like to see It done properly. 

"There Is no way there 
should be any development in 
tbe estuary. 

"There's no doubt — if Ihe 
politicians listen to the tech¬ 
nical people on the task force, 
they should never allow any 
further development of the 
estuary. 

"Federal Fisheries Minis¬ 
ter Romeo LeBlanc has said 
he would not allow any fur¬ 
ther degradation of the fish 
habitat in the estuary, and 
this to me means no further 
expansion. 

"If there were no alterna¬ 
tive industrial sites, then the 
public would have to make 
the social decision whether to 
allow Industry to go ahead. 

“But this is not necessary 
in Ihe Cowichan district, 
where we have many other 
alternative sites available.” 

Mankelow added: “Bryan 
Gales, chairman of the task 
force, was also the chairman 
of the 1974 ta.sk force, and at 
that time he had to do some 
serious soul-searching before 
making his final decision to 
allow Ihe Doman mill in Ihe 
estuary. 

“I think that decision was 
the wrong one then, and it 
would be a wrong one now. to 
allow further development of 
the estuary. 

"The only thing to do Is to 
say no now to any further 
development" 

Cowichan Fish and Game 
A8.<<ociatlon president Hal Or- 
rick said his as.soclatioo was 
“not too concerned about the 
delay.” 

"We're aware of the politi¬ 
cal pressure that's on Ihe 
task force,” he said. 

“We've put all our falh In 
the federal fisheries and 
we're counting on them to do 
Ihe right thing. 

"The assoefatTon has 
4hpught all along that it's 
really up to them (fi¬ 
sheries).” 

Concern at Ihe delay has 
also been expressed by local 
farm organizations, and 
Farmland Defence League 
secretary Lynn Traynor 
said: 

"Everyone Is wondering 
whether political pressure is 
being brought to bear on Ihe 
task force. 

“It's hard to comment on 
the delay without knowing 
tbe real reason for it 
“We certainly hope the 
findings are for no further 
development or expansion of 
industry in Ihe estuary. 

"We have already lost half 
of the estuary farmland.” 


Anti-Ney faction still pondering its next move

NANAIMO — There haa 
been no decision made on 
whether this city's Concerned 
Citizens Committee will con¬ 
tinue its battle against Nan¬ 
aimo Mayor Frank Ney by 
Initiating judicial proced- 
ings. 

CCC spokesman Pat Bar¬ 
ron told the Colonist at Ihe 
weekend that Ihe group has 
""y nut yet decided if it will take 


up the suggestion of Muni¬ 
cipal Affairs Minister Hugh 
Curtis that four electors may 
petition a judge to have an 
elected offical disqualified. 

But. Barron said, he was 
upset that Curtis had brought 
the Issue of personalities into 
the controversy. 

Barron was responding to 
the statement by Curtis that 
his office has no power to 
disqualify an elected offi¬ 
cial. 

Tbe minister's letter u> Ihe 


CCC settled an Issue that has 
been pending lor two years. 

Barron and tbe committee 
first wrote to Curtis in April 
of 1978. complaining that 
Ney, who is a prtncpal In 
Nanaimo Realty, had voted 
at city council on Issues that 
would affect his properties. 

Recently the Concerned 
Citizens wrote to Curtis ask¬ 
ing for a decision on their 
confllct-ol-inleresi charges. 

Curtis. In his reply, said 
that his office did not have 


Ihe power to disqualify elect¬ 
ed officials, nor would It want 
to have that power. 

He said that four voters 
could petition a judge to have 
an official disqualified, or 
that a council could disqual¬ 
ify the official and that per¬ 
son could appeal the decision 
to a judge. 

Curtis said "while some 
may feel that It is, question¬ 
able that a person'with real 
estate Interests should be 
permitted to sit on council. I 


think that particular issue is 
one that must be settled at 
the municipal election.” 

Barron ran against Ney for 
mayor in the last election. 

But. he said this week that 
he thought Curtis was creat¬ 
ing a smokescreen by raising 
the issue of personalities and 
politics. 

"Regardless of Mr. Curtis' 
evasion of the Issue and of tbe 
facts,” Barron said, "there Is 
no question but that Mayor 
Ney's control of an estimated 


6.7 per cent of the total land 
area of Nanaimo repeatedly 
puts the mayor in conflict of 
interest.” 

"Tbe facts are there on the 
record for any citizen to see. 
Mayor Ney did vote on se¬ 
veral matters affecting his 
companies.” 

Barron said that he was 
disappointed that Curtis had 
inferred that the issue was 
only political rivalry between 
himself and Ney. 

“I am not pointing the fin¬ 


ger at Mr. Ney private citizen 
nor has this anything to do 
with municipal elections,” be 
said. 

Ney said that tbe Issue on 
which he voted was a sewer 
matter affecting an entire 
area and thousands of citi¬ 
zens. 

He said that he vacates the 
chair whenever a posMble 
conflict-of-interest matter 
arises but that when an issue 
has a bearing on maify citi¬ 


zens, he feels justified re¬ 
maining in Ihe chair. 

Ney said that he believes 
the Issue Is a warmup for the 
November municipal elec¬ 
tions.' He has said that be will 
run again. 

Tbe Concerned Citizens 
had asked Curtis to disqualify 
Ney from running. 

Barron said that tbe CCC 
would be meeting to discuss 
Ihe entire matter, and that no 
decision on Ihe judicial peli- 
lion had been made.

Local beer purists have 
been known to cry Into their 
mugs, muttering that some 
(ierman beers are prohibited 
by law from containing pre¬ 
servatives or unnecessary 
additives. 

Purists are usually found In 
their basements brewing 
their own beer 

Federal Consumer and 
Corporate Affairs' standards 
define beer this way: 

.(a) shall be the product 
of Ihe alcoholic fermentation 
of an Infusion of barley mall 
and hops or hop extract In 
potable water and brewed In 
such a manner a.s to possess 
Ihe aroma, taste and charac¬ 
ter commonly allrfbuled to 
beer: 

(bl shall contain not less 
than 2.6 per cent and not 


more then i.i per cent alco¬ 
hol by volume: and 
(c) ma.v have added to It 
during Ihe course of manu¬ 
facture 

(I) cereal grain. 

(II) carbohydrate mat 
ter, 

fill) salt. 

(Iv) yeast. 

(v) hop oil. 

Ill) hop extract, provid¬ 
ed It Is added to the won 
before or during cooking. 

(ill) Irish moss seaweed 
of Ihe species Chondrus cri- 
spus. 

fvill) carbon dioxide. 

(lx) carimel (lor color). 

IX) dextrin. 

Ixl) food eniyines (In¬ 
cluding penlo-sanase. pepsin 
from Ihe glandular layer of 
the pig stomach, protease, 
papain from Ihe fruit of the 
papaya, glucanase. glucoa- 
m.vlase. bromelain from the 
pineapples Ananas comosus 
and bracteatus, flcln from 
the latex of Ihe fig tree and 
amylase).

Talk about a province-wide 
teacher shortage is a bit pre¬ 
mature in the Victoria area: 
This year local school dis¬ 
tricts received more than 2.- 
inio applications (or about 50 
teaching positions. 

The Greater Victoria 
school disHict received 1.300 
applications for 22 jobs this 
year, in Saanich, with about 
one-quarter the teaching 
staff of Victoria. 900 applica¬ 
tions were matched against lx 
openings, and in the Sooke 
school district, an Indetermi¬ 
nate number of applications 
were received for a "hand 
ful" of jobs, a spokesman 
there said 

Last year the Sooke district 
had I.IOII applications fur 
about to new positions. 

The picture contrasts 
sharply with that presented 
by Dennis Rankin, assistant 
director of program develop 
ment for Ihe B.C. Teachers' 
Federation, who said Tues¬ 
day school boards will be 
seeking teachers to fill more 
than 2.000 vacancies this 
year. 

" There have been rumors 
going around the to the effect 
that with school populations 
dropping. Icachprs soon will, 
be a glut on the market in 
B.C ," he said "It Just isn't 
so. 

"'The record shows a total 
turnover of teachers—(or 


many reasims ranging from 
maternity leave to retire¬ 
ment—of between nine and 10 
per cent and when you have 
2X.00U teachers that percent¬ 
age amounts to a large num¬ 
ber of people." 

Rankin said the federation 
fears there will be an over¬ 
reaction by young people who 
might not enter Ihe profess¬ 
ion because of fears they will 
be unable to find Jobs. 

In Ihe Victoria area, tradi¬ 
tionally the most popular In 
the province (or teaching 
jobs, their fears are well 
founded, although the situa¬ 
tion is changing. 

Three years ago. Ihe 
Greater ViHtorla school dis 
trict got about 2.100 applica¬ 
tions for a few teaching posi¬ 
tions. and by last year Ihe 
number was down to about 
2 . 000 . 

In the Saanich district, this 
year's 900 applications com¬ 
pare with 1.125 last year. 

Either people are giving up 
on leaching or are looking 
elsewhere, Ross Ingram, sec¬ 
retary-treasurer (or the 
Saanich district, remarked. 

Districts like Saanich and 
Greater Victoria are at¬ 
tempting to reduce their 
leaching forces through attri¬ 
tion to keep pace with declin¬ 
ing enrolments. meaning that 
few openings are expected in 
Ihe future, except In certain 
specialist areas where ad 
vanced training Is required, 
such as industrial education. 


Korchnoi has 
another 
near-victory? 


BAGL'IOCITY. Philippim-s 
lAP) — Challenger Viktor 
Korchnoi missed his fourth 
chance for victory in his 
world chess championship 
match against Anatoly Kar¬ 
pov and their ninth game was 
adjourned after 41 moves Sat¬ 
urday. 

F^xperts said Korchnoi will 
probably have to settle (or a 
draw against Ihe 27-year-old 
Soviet champion when play 
re.sumes today w ith the open¬ 
ing of Karpov's .sealed 41st 
move. 

Karpov has scored the only 
V ictory of Ihe match, which is 
expected to last two or three 
months. The seven other 
games have all ended In 
draws. The first to win six 
games gets the championship 
and 5350.000. The loser re¬ 
ceives $200,000. The purse is 
Ihe biggest in chess history . 

The 47-.vear-old challenger, 
who defected from Uie Soviet 


Lnion in 1970. got into serious 
time trouble in (he final hour 
of play and threw away Ihe 
possibility of victory—as he 
did in the third, fifth and sev¬ 
enth games. 

"He had a winning position 
but in lime trouble he made 
some mistakes and It looks 
like it's headed toward a 
draw." said Michael Stean of 
England, one of Korchnoi's 
seconds. 

"Now. it's an easy draw." 
said Argentine grandmaster 
Mlguol Najdorf. 

"White Is materially better 
but owing to his more active 
position, black will probably 
secure a draw." said Yugo¬ 
slav master Miroslav Radoj- 
clc. 

When the game adjourned 
after five hours of play, 
Korchnoi, who was playing 
while, had a pawn advan¬ 
tage, but U.S. grandmaster 
Robert Byrne said: “It's not 
enough"
